BE EFORE I deſcend to treat of particular 
39} Diſeaſes; to define and explain their re- 
ſpective Cauſes, Natures, and Eſſences;

Amongſt the Tribe of Syſtemarian Gentlemen, 
we have had ſome who place the Source and Origin 
of almoſt all Diſeaſes (for, I hope, they would except 
the peſtilential, as well as other contagious ones, from 
that Deduction) in the Solids: viz. They pretend 
to maintain, that the Solids are either preternaturally 
rigid and tenſe, on the one hand; or elſe too lax, 
weak and flabby, on the other. 
There are others, again, (of the ſame Tribe) who 
charge the Spring and Source of all Diſeaſes on the 
Fluids, and would exculpate the Solids intirely: viz. 
Theſe will have it, either that the complex Fluid, 
the Blood, is too rare, thin, and rapid, on the one 5 
ſide, or too thick, viſcid, and ſizy, on the other; 
and that theſe various and oppoſite ill Conditions of 
t are the real and ſole Parents of all Diſeaſes. | 
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That all theſe, ' reſpectively, are ſometimes Cir- 
e in Diſeaſes; and even mediate of ſubordi- 
nate Cauſes of them, is certain: But then, the dili- 
gent and judicious Phyſician ſhould ſcek yet for a more 
remote Càuſe, on which theſe depend, and from 
which they are really produced. 0 Og 

Some Writers (ot better Invention and judgment 
chan thoſe I alluded to above) have pronounc'd the 
human Body an Automaton; and have, very juſtly, 
compared it to a Watch, or a Piece of Clock-work. i 

That the human Body is conſtitured and fram'd by 
mechanic Laws, is certain; and as it is the Work of 
an omnipotent Hand, ſo it is certainly the moſt ex- 
. Piece of Machinery in Nature. 


Daily Experience informs us, that Clocks and 3 
Warches are ſubject to Diſtemperatures and Diſorders: 


And, conſidering the changeable Nature of the Air, 
(the Medium they move in) tis impoſſible they ſhould 
be otherwiſe ; for as the Air becomes more rare and 
light, or more groſs and denſe, than it ought to be, 
ſo it will either accelerate or retard the 'Motions of 3 
theſe Machines proportionally. How much more fo, 


then, (as the human Body is infinitely more delicate 


in its Frame, and is compos'd of infinitely more Parts 


and Movements) muſt we be ſubject to Diſorders 


and Diſeaſes, from the very ſame Cauſe, viz. the Air 
we live and breathe in? Not to mention many others. 

The Air is capable of affecting both our 'Solids i 
and our Fluids, in all the various Manners above- 
mentioned; eſpecially (and very ſenſibly ſo) in the 
Bodies of thoſe, whoſe Springs of om and Motion are 1 
ſenſibly the worſe for wearing :

To give it then all the fair Play and Force it is

and at other times comes on of itſelf, without any ap- 


parent Precurſor, or Diſtemper preceding. 
When a Lethargy ſucceeds an Apoplexy, (and Pal- 
fies ſometimes do the ſame)' we ought to have eſpecial 


| Regard to the Cauſes and Nature of the preceding 
Diſtemper, in our Attempts to cure this. How- 


ever, we muſt not run the Diviſion too far, by re- 
counting every individual Cauſe: (as well the probable 


and poſlible, as the real) of that Precurſor (for that 
would lead to Prolixity and Confuſion); but only 


expreſs ourſelves generally, concerning the proper In- 
dications and Intentions of Cure, (conſidering the Diſ- 
eaſe as the Legacy or Reſult of that Precurſor) and 


The Intentions then, or Indications of Cure, are 


in general as follow; viz. To warm, comfort, and 
foment the whole nervous Syſtem : To rouze, actuate, 


and invigorate the animal Spirics: To attenuate and 
reſolve all groſs, viſcid Humours: To warm and ſti-

When this Diſeaſe appears to be ſpontaneous, and

When the Diſeaſe in queſtion is ſpontaneous, or 
comes on of itſelf, and advances flowly and gradually; 
the Perſon or Perſons ſo affected, are more properly 


% faid to be lethargic, than to have a Lethargy, In 
ſuch a Caſe, the immediate Cauſes are maniteſtly a 


groſs, heavy, viſcid, and ſpiritleſs State of Blood: 
And it is very eaſy to conceive and explain, that ſuch 
a Habit of Blood may, very probably, render a Perſon 
lethargic, For, let us ſuppoſe only, that the Syſtole, 
or Contraction of the Heart, is in its due Times and 
Quantities, and that the Blood is propelPd out of it 


_ accordingly ; tis eaſy to diſcern, that the Blood (under 
ſuch a State) cannot move and circulate with the Ve- 


locity required. Indeed, its Motion, or Velocity, 
whilſt in the larger Veſſels, may ſuffer no very ſen- 


ſible Diminution 3 but when it reaches thoſe of the 
third or fourth Diviſion, and eſpecially the moſt re- 
mote, evaneſcent Arteries, it will there be greatly 
impeded. What will be the Conſequence of this? 
Why, the arterial Veſſels (except they enjoy a very 
ſtrong Spring, or elaſtic Force) will yield to the in- 
cumbent Preſſure, and become diſtended beyond their 


natural and due Dimenſions. The laſt Reſult then, 
is this; The Arteries being unduly diſtended, will 
depreſs and bear too hard upon the Nerves, and ſo 
finally obſtru&t the Motions of the animal Spirits: 


And thus the whole animal Frame neceſſarily becomes 


dull, heavy, ſleepy, and unactive. But if theſe Ef- 


fects happen to tend, and terminate more particularly 
towards the Head, and to the Brain, the Seat and 
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= of the animal Spirits; they may ſo incumber 


and depreſs the capital Nerves, as to render the whole 


Body truly lethargic, or produce a total Lethargy. 
Such being the State of the Caſe, the proper Inten- - 
tions of Cure are to thin, rarefy, and ſubtilize the 
Blood; and, by all imaginable Means, to convey 
Warmth, Spirit and Vigour to the whole Syſtem,

[ have obſerv'd and remark'd the Practice of many 
learned and famed Gentlemen of the Faculty, in Caſes 
of this Nature: Which ſufficiently convinces me, 
that their reſpective Opinions of the Diſeaſe were 


| agreeable to what I ſay. I have ſeen frequent In- 
ſtances, where they have treated Perſons under this 
Diſorder, Month after Month, without ſtraying a 


Tittle out of the Road of cephalic and nervous Me- 


dicines; * they long experienced them, to little

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or no Effect. And this I think is ſufficient to prove 
— they had not the Judgment or good Luck to 


ſeek for any other Cauſe. 


That Convulſions are ſometimes in their Nature | 


and Eſſence purely nervous, I believe indeed (as

and that they appeal to no other Cauſe whatever.

Medicines. Sometimes it is brought on by the im- 


moderate Uſe of Coffee; at others, from that of Bohea 
Tea; both which are at preſent very much in Faſhion 
amongſt us: But, Exceſs in drinking of ardent, ſpi- 


rituous Liquors, is by far the moſt frequent Cauſe of 


all. Sometimes, doubtleſs, the Cauſe is engender'd 
in a Perſon's Blood; and at others, may exiſt in the 


animal Spirits, Sometimes this Diſorder is the Le- 
gacy of a flow, lingering Fever (of the malignant 


Sort); and at others may proceed from Intemperance, 
in eating of ſuch Foods as are perhaps ill adapted to 
the Conſtitution.

For Example: Coffee is extremely hot and 
dry, and is ſuppoſed to cauſe a Trembling of the 
Nerves, by means of a cauſtic Oil it abounds with: 
Bohea Tea (on the contrary) is very ſoft and moiſt, 
and cauſes Tremblings, by over-weakening and re- 
laxing the Nerves; in Conſequence of which, they 
loſe their due Tenſity or Elaſticity. 


Therefore, whenever Tremblings are ſuperinduced 


by the immoderate Uſe of Coffee, Bohea Tea ſhonld 
feem”a proper Corrective or Cure; and fo vice vers: 

But however, we ſhall not confine our Views here, leſt 
the Cauſe ſhould only be altered, or chang'd from one 
to the other, and the Effect or Diſorder ſtill remain 
the ſame.

THIS. is a Diſeaſe that afflicts (more or Ie) great 
Numbers of People. In ſome it is accidental 


and momentary ; in others, habitual and permanent. 
When it is accidental, its Cauſes conſiſt, either, Firſt, 


In catching Cold: Or, Secondly, In a groſs, heavy Air: 
Or, Thiraly, In voracious Eating, or Intemperance in 


drinking of ardent, ſpirituous Liquors. And when 
it proceeds from Gluttony, or Intemperance in Drink. 
ing, their Oppoſites are a Cure. Sometimes it reſults 
from a foul Stomach : At others, it is truly nervous; 
| as is eſpecially the Caſe, when it affects hyſterical 
Women. But nevertheleſs, I apprehend the molt 
common Cauſe of this Diſeaſe (eſpecially where it is 
habitual) to be a Conſtipation, or r Stoppage, of the 
excretory Pores of the Skin. 

It is moſt certain, when the excretory Pores are 
ſtopp'd, or. their Orifices contracted in any Propor- 
tion, the Secretions that ought to be perform'd by 
them will be ſuſpended, or leſſen'd accordingly. 
The firft and moſt immediate Conſequence of this, 
is Repletion. To that ſucceeds an extraordinary Preſ- 
ſure of the Blood and Humours, upon all the Super- 
ficies of the Body. And if the Blood-veſlels of the 
Head, and the Brain, happen to yield or give way 
firſt and moſt, or- even the Glands that lie conti- 


guous to chem; the Effect will, nnn be 


a Cephalalgia, or Head - ach, at leaſt, 
That the Head. ach frequent] y proceeds from a foul 
Stomach, is likewiſe certain: Bur, whether the Con- 
jectures commonly form'd about it are right and true, 
— not, I ſhall leave to the Reader. It is commonly 

imagin'd, that indigeſted Fumes fly from the Stomach

| endeavour to render yet more plain. 
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upto the Brain, and ſo cauſe the Head-ach. I allow, 


E indeed, that foul, groſs Humours, preſſing upon the 


Nerves and the Meninges; or ſharp, corroſive Hu- 
mours, 1rritating the ſame, may very probably excite 
Pains in the Head: But I cannot allow, that crude, 
undigeſted Humours, have ſo ſwift a Tranſition to 
the Head; or, at leaſt, that their Fumes fly up thi- 
ther, and cauſe the Complaint i in queſtion.

Head -- ach, is beyond all Diſpute: And the Reaſon of 
this is (I think) very plain; for ſuch a State of the Air 
muſt neceſſarily weaken the Spring and Elaſticity of

Motion of the Fluids. Theſe Things being allow'd, 

(which is certainly the Caſe) the arterial Veſſels, and 
Glands of the Brain, yielding to the increas'd Momen- 
zum, and Preſſure of the Blood upon them, and thence 
diſtending immoderately, muſt neceſſarily give a Perſon 


= aPain in the Head, if no worſe Evil happens. 


But hitherto I have heen a little too ſuperficial in 
my Explanation of this Phznomenon, which I ſhall 
Suppole only 
the attractive Force of the Heart to continue in full 
Vigour, (which is certainty the laſt Muſcle of the 


Body that will ſuffer in the above-mention*d Senſe)

| Nerves may be too much inflated and diltended by 


an inordinate, preternatural Fluxion, or Exploſion of 


the ſame; as is uſually the Caſe in hyſterical Women. 
We might run the Diviſion a good deal further, 


indeed: But, as theſe ate the moſt common, and 


moſt probable Cauſes; ſo, for Brevity's ſake, I ſhall 
confine myſelf to the Conſideration of them only.

lides this, the like ill Qualities, exiſting in the animal 
Spirits, (chough in an infinitely more minute and 
ſubtil Nature) may very probably excite inteſtine, 


or inbred, irregular Motions and Exploſions.

another Name. Indeed, their "Carſon, notwithitand- 


ing what Similitude there may ſeem to be in their 


Effects, are certainly very diflerent, generally ſpeak- 
ing at leaſt. 

A Frenzy is very often the Effect and Companion 
of a Fever; and ſometimes it is the Iſſue or Legacy 


of it: Sometimes it proceeds from Exceſs in drinking 


of ſpitituous Liquors; and at others, comes on ſpon- 


| raneouſly, or is engender'd in the Blood of a Perſon. 


Thus as it manifeſtly does, or may ariſe from nume- 
rous Cauſes ſo it will demand to be confider'd in 
various Lights. | 

Indeed, the various Cauſes here ſpoke. of] are 
the antecedent, or remote; but as to the immediate 
Cauſe, or cauſa proxima, it is always one and the 
ſame; that is, hot, acrid Humours in the Blood; 
which in the Courſe of their Circulation through the

\OME Perſons rank this Diſeaſe amenity the 
various Kinds of convulſive Diſorders. 1 ſhall 
not enter into a Diſpute concerning the Propriety of 


this Diſtinction; though I humbly conceive it cannot 


juſtly merit that Character. 

That it is a nervous Diſeaſe, I allow: and ſo are 
many others, beſides the convulſive.— The Sym- 
ptoms or Expreſſions of this Diſeaſe are well enough 
known to Practitioners in Phyſic; or at leaſt may 
be learnt to Exactneſs from Authors in that Science: 
Therefore 1 mall not give OE che Trouble: _— 


| recite them. 
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The Phenomena or Appearances that nervous Diſ- 


antes, in general, preſent, are extremely abſtruſe 
and difficult ro be accounted for: But thoſe of the 


Diſtemper in Queſtion, ſeem to be more myſterious | 


than all the reſt. 
However, I think it may be concluded, that this 


Diſeaſe reſults, either from morbid Humours in the 
Blood, irritating and ſtimulating the Nerves; in Con- 


ſequence of which, the animal Spirits are excited to 
very irregular, preternatural Motions : or elſe, the 
animal Spirits themſelves muſt be perverted and 


diſtemper d, and thence be ſubjected to odd, irregular. 


Sallies and Agitations. | 
It is moſt certain, that the whole Tribe of nervous 
| Diſorders (which are ſo various and multiform in 


their Appearances) muſt ſpring from one or other of 


theſe Sources; viz. either from ill Humours in the 
Blood, which ſtimulate or irritate the Nerves of this 


or that Part ; z or elſe from a Diſtemperature of the 


animal Spirits themſelves: And I am rather inclined 
to think the latter, as to the Caſe in Queſtion. 


But, then, here will ariſe another Query yet ; ; Viz. 


Whence is this Diſtemperature of the animal Spirits 
introduced; and how originally formed? Why, 
undoubtedly, theſe may derive their Diſtemperatures 


from the Blood, whence they are ſecreted (for it is 


very reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that all the Juices, - c. 
that are ſecreted from a diſtemper*d State of Blood, 
will partake of its Diſtemperatures, or ill Habits) ; or 

otherwiſe, the animal Spirits may, in themſelves, be 
ſubject to Depravity and Diſtemperature; as they 


manifeſtly are in ſome Circumſtances of hyſteric Diſ⸗

The animal Spirits, fine and ſabail as they are, 
are nevertheleſs material; and, conſidered as ſuch, 
ought to enjoy a certain neceſſary Craſis or Texture, 


in order to perform their reſpective Motions and Ope- 


rations Jultly and * 2 ſeeing they ate 
material, 
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they muſt be ſubject to Alteration and 
Change; that is, ro Weakneſs, Relaxation, and Ex- 
tenuation on the one hand; and to Fermentation, Ra- 
refaction, and Exploſion, on the other: And upon 


this reaſonable Hypotheſis, I think all the various | 


Phenomena of nervous Diſeaſes may be pretty well 
accounted for. 

Ic is almoſt univerſally allowed, that the. natural 
and regular Motions and Functions of an animal 
Body depend on a regular and due Influx of animal 
Spirits to the Nerves, conform to the Dictates of the 


Will, in a ſound and healthy Perſon: But when the 
animal CEconomy is perverted and vitiated, (whether 


in the Sphere of the Blood, or the animal Spirits) the 
Empire of the Will may be ſuſpended, thwarted, or 
interrupted. Thus, when the animal Economy i is 
ſui juris, that is, perfect in all its Parts; ſo is the 
Empire of the Mind or Will, in all its Effects, as 


well: as in itſelf: And, vice verſa, when the former 


1$ diſtempered, the lace may ſuffer Violence or In- 
terruption 3 and according to the Quality and Quan- 


tity of the Diſtemperature in the former, the latter 
may be affected and diſtracted from its natural State 


and Order. 
Poſſibly the Nerves of the Parts affected may be 


too lax and weak, or too tenſe and over- contracted; 


and, in either Extreme, the Actions or Motions of 
the animal Spirits, in the ſuppoſed Parts, 1 be- 


come irregular and inordinate. 


The ſurpriſing irregular Motions and Geſticula- 
tions which People exhibit under this Diſeaſe, leaade 
us no room to be aftoniſh'd at the Symptoms or 
Effects of any other nervous Diſorders whatever. 


That wonderful Paſſion (called Longing ) in a teem- 


ing Woman, wich all its ſurpriſing Concomitants and 
Conſequences, is ſcarce more unaccountable than the 


Appearances of un Diſeaſe. Tr 
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The proper Intentions of Cure are, Firſt, To warm 


and comfort the nervous Syſtem : 2dly, To ſtrengthen 


and invigorate the animal Spirits: 3dly, To reſtore 


their injured Craſis or Texture; and to regulate their 


Actions or Motions. Some Regard ſhould likewiſe be 
had to the Blood, leſt the Diſorders of the former 
ſhould be originally derived from thence. 5

its noxious, ſtimulating, or irritating Particles or 
Humours be broken, diſſolved, or concocted; and 


its Texture ſtrengthened and confirmed To anſwer 


all which Purpoſes, I adviſe as follows; viz.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XII. 
Of MADNESS. 


Hs Diſeaſe (as to its common x various Ap- 
pearances) is ſo well underſtood, that it needs 
no particular Deſcription. | 
In ſome Subjects it is continual, and admits of no 
Interval, from the Time it ſeizes them, till they are 
cured, or Death puts an End to it. In others, it 


; allows Intervals of Reaſon; and then is commonly 
called Lunacy, becauſe the Paroxyims W come 
on about a New or Full-Moon. 


The Reaſons of ſuch periodical Returns are eaſily 
to be explain'd, I think. For we are to ſuppoſe the 


morbid Humours do exiſt in the Blood during the 


other Stages of the Moon, though then dormant, or 
quieſcent: But as the whole complex Fluid becomes 


more rare, expanded, and agitated, at theſe parti- 


cular Periods of the Moon's Revolution; ſo the morbid 
Humours in the Blood (ſharing in the ſame Fate with 


the reſt) diſplay themſelves in ſuch Manner, and with 


ſuch Force, upon the Brain and Meninges, as to tranſ- 
poſe the regular Order of the animal Spirits, and con- 
ſequently the Operations of the Mind. 

This ſame Diſeaſe, as it affects various Subjects, 
will exhibit very different Appearances. For we ſee 
ſome mad People, who manifeſt the utmoſt Gaiety, 
and Tranſport of Mind, inter ſpers'd with wild, ro- 
mantic F lights of Thought and Expreſſion. Others, 
again, are dejected and melancholy, even to Stupi- 


dity. Without doubt the former are (in their own 


Imaginations) wreathed with inexpreſſible Glory and 
Splendor; whilſt the latter Sort can ſee nothing but 
Horror, and gloomy Deſpair. And, nevertheleſs, 
theſe oppoſite Effects may ſpring from the ſame 
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The immediate and internal Cauſe of this Diſeaſe 
(under all its various outward Shapes and Appear- 


ances) conſiſts in a Depravation and Perverſion of the 
natural Order and Actions of the animal Spirits; which, 
as they immediately ſubtend the Mind, ſo that muſt 
neceſſarily become depraved and perverted likewiſe. 
But as for the Cauſa media, or mediate Cauſe, (which 
expreſſes the Eſſence alſo) that conſiſts in morbid or 
ul Humours in the Blood. 

I I ſhall not pretend to explain concerning the ſpe- 
cific Nature of theſe morbid Humours; as, whether 


they retain to the Acid, or to the Alcaline; to the Sa- 


line, or to the Terreſtrious ; becauſe the utmoſt Extent 


of human Capacity, and Conjecture, would leave us, 


at laſt, very much in the dark about them. | 
As to the antecedent, or moſt remote Cauſes of this 
Diſeaſe 3 they may, indeed, be various: Ex. gr. All 


the various Paſſions of the Mind, ſuch as Love, De- 
ſpair, great Diſappointments, grievous Diſtreſs, im- 


petuous Rage, or a conſtant and ſevere Tenſion of 


Mind, or Application to the Study of Things = | 


are in their Nature abſtruſe, dark, intricate, and 
plexing. But ſometimes, however, the Cauſes are 


ſpontaneouſly formed, and engender'd in a Perſon's 
Blood, without any of theſe ang, or ns 


in the Jeaft as Acceſlories. 
It would ſeem a very difficult Taſk, to explain how 
thoſe Paſſions, of the Mind ſhould act upon the Hu- 
mours of the Blood, in ſuch männer as to vitiate and 
rvert them: But ſoit is, in Fact, as daily Experience 
teſtifies. Sometimes, indeed, an exceſſive Degree of 
Paſſion will affect the Mind immediately, ſo as to vi- 
tiate or pervert its QEconomy and Operations: But 
ſuch an Effect would be momentary, or of ſhort Du- 
ration only; except the diſeaſed Mind ſhould imme- 
diately impreſs its Malignity on the Blood, and ſo 
make that a Party in the diſtemper'd State. And, 
indeed, it is an * Maxim, (generally held) Thus 
| the 
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che Diſaffections, as well as the Pathemata of the Mind 


and Body, act upon, and affect each other, mutually - 


and reciprocally. But, to lend more Force and 
Weight ro this Opinion — That the Cauſe of any 


laſting Madneſs, generally ſpeaking, exiſts in the 


Blood, we nced only allude to a Diſtemper ſome what 
a-kin to this; which is the HHydrophobia, or Rabies 
Canina. And that Diſeaſe (as 'tis well known} is 
cauſed by Venom, convey'd into a Perſon's Blood 
from the Bite of that Animal. And it is likewiſe 
evident, that the ſuppoſed Venom ſs communicated, 
(if not ſpeedily corrected, or expelbd) will vitiate and 
pervert the whole Maſs of the perſon- s Blood, and 
change it into its own poiſonous Nature. And ſo 


ſoon as this diſmal Change is brought about, the Perſon 


grows mad, and manifeſts all the ſame Symptoms that 


appeared in the diſeas'd Animal. 


We muſt neceſſarily ſuppoſe, though the morbid 


Humours, productive of Madneſs, under its various 


Appearances, are ſpecifically the ſame, that they ne- 
vertheleſs differ from each other, in Magnitude and 


Solidity, if not in Figure likewiſe; for it is evident, 
that the ſame ſpecific Matter, differing i in the reſpects 


above-mention'd, is capable of producing either the 


_ greateſt Pleaſure, or the greateſt Pain: And thus the 
morbid Particles, or Humours productive of Madneſs, 
may (according to their reſpective Figures, Magni- | 


tudes, and Solidities) excite Gaiety, Tranſport, and 


Ecſtaſy, on the one hand; or Dejection, Melancholy, 


and 8 on the other. I therefore ſuppoſe; that 
the morbid Particles (productive of the gay, ſplendid 
Madneſs) are very fine, ſubtile, and ſolid; but that 


_ thoſe that ſubtend the oppoſite Kind, are coarſe, groſs, 


and of a looſe Texture and Nature. And further- 
more, this way of Reaſoning upon them will be 
juſtified, à priore; that is, from the Methods of Cure 
commonly practis'd under thoſe different States of it. 


4 Thus far of the Cauſes, We now proceed to confider 
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the Indications, or Intentions of Cure. And theſe are 


(with regard to the firſt-mention'd Appearance, where 
Gaiety, Tranſport, and Raving, predominate) cloſe 


Retirement, Abſence from Light, Noiſe, and Com- 


pany 3 a thin, ſoft Diet; Abſtinence from all Things 


that are ſpirituous and ſpicy, whether they be Meats 


or Drinks. As to what regards the Province of Me- 


dicine, proper Evacuations {ſuch as Bleeding and 


Purging) are to be frequently practiſed. Beſides 
theſe ſuch Things ſhould be given in the Interval of 


Purging, as may correct and alter, break, divide and 


comminute, or digeſt and concoct the morbid Par- 
ticles or Humours. To anſwer theſe medicinal Views, 
I direct as follows; VIZ, (after Blood- letting)

The Uſe of all hot, 1 Baths, both in- 


wardly and outwardly, muſt be of great Benefit in 
this Kind of Madneſs. 


The Electuary above-deſcrib'd will both obtund 


and ſheath, and digelt and concoct, the morbid Hu- 


mours; 
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mours; and the other Medicines will cool, correct, 
and expel them. I therefore adviſe, that this Proceſs 


be continued till the Patient is recover'd, or till ſome 


ſufficient Reaſon demands a Change. 
When Madneſs appears in the oppoſite Shape, viz. 
when it inclines to Dulneſs, Stupidity, and Id iotiſm; 


the Intentions are then, to correct and alter, attenuate 


and thin, heat and agitate the - Humours. To anſwer 


theſe Ends, I adviſe as follows :

CHAP, 
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CHAP: XII. 
of the HYPROPHOBLA. 


"HE Symptoms, or 0 of this Diſeaſe, 

are always the ſame, or nearly ſo; and, con- 
ſequently, they are ſo well known, as to need no he 
ticular Deſcripcion here, 

I believe there is ſcarce any 1 of a Perſon's 
being cured, in whom this Diſeaſe had once mani- 

| feſted itſelf. Therefore all the Secret lies in prevent- 
ing the Acceſs of it, Prevention, indeed, is the belt 
Cure in every Diſeaſe; and is the only one in this. 
Bur before I proceed to conſider its Cure, I will briefly 
inquire into its Nature and Eſſence. 

This Diſeaſe (as it affects human Beings) is always 
communicated by the Bite of a mad Dog [Cat, Ge. 
(except one human Being ſhould bite another of the 
ſame Species, which, doubtleſs, would as certainly com- 
municate the Diſeaſe). So ſoon as thoſe Animals are 
ſeiz*d mad, they foam, or froth violently at the Mouth. 


This Foam or Froth (as I take it) is no other than fo 
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much of the Virus, or Poiſon, thruſt off at the Glands 
of the Fauces, by means of the exorbitant Ferment and 
Rarefaction of the ſaid Animals Juices. When one 
of thoſe enraged Animals bites any Perſon, ſo as to 
make a Wound, we are to ſuppoſe ſome of that ve- 
nomous Froth is inſtill'd into the Wound. One would 
imagine, indeed, where a Wound is made deep enough 
to draw Blood, that the Blood immediately iſſuing 
from it, ſhould repel or waſh away the Poiſon: that 
Was projected into it. And this, doubtleſs, it does; 
in ſome meaſure, at leaſt. But, nevertheleſs, the

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| of a Perſon's Blood, (if not timely prevented by proper .

How is it poſſible to form an adequate Idea of this 
poiſonous Ferment? or to circumſcribe its Virulency - 
with imaginary Bounds? It is (properly ſpeaking) 


a poiſonous Ferment; and that (without Doubt) of 


the moſt corroſive and virulent Nature. 
We have great Reaſon to imagine, and conclude 


from Obſervation and Experience, that one ſingle 


Grain of this vitious, fermentative Matter, (if ſuc- 
ceſſively propagated) would be ſufficient to deſtroy 
the whole human Species; and, perhaps, all other 


Animals beſides. 


We take it for granted then, that the Eſſence of 
this Diſeaſe conſiſts. in a poiſonous, fermentative 


Matter, which is abſorb'd into the Blood-veſſels, by 
means of a Wound. This poiſonous Ferment (ſo 


foon as communicated to a Perſon's Blood) operates 
upon it in ſuch manner, as finally to convert it into 
its own ſpecific Nature and Eſſence. So ſoon as this 
Prelude is effected, then the Tragedy breaks out 


. at which Time it is too late to put a Stop to it. 


Thus much of the Cauſe, Nature, and Eſſence of 
this Difeaſe. We now proceed to conſider the proper 
Intentions of Cure. | 
Theſe are either to correct, vanquiſh, and ſubdue 
2 poiſonous Ferment, or elſe to expel it out of the 
ody. | | 
The Method in common Uſe (and which has been 
practis'd from Time immemorial) is Immerſion in 
the Sea. It ſeems to me pretty extraordinary, that 
Immerſion in the Sea ſhould be equal to the Impor- 
tance of this Caſe; that is, ſhould correct, conquer, 
and ſubdue this tyrannical Ferment. It is very certain 
that Practice has fail'd (in ſome Caſes) of Succeſs; 
and I very much doubt if ever it really wrought a Cure 
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and has perform'd Cures in theſe Caſes, it would puzzle 
a Conjurer to explain by what Mechaniſm it atchieves 
ſo miraculous a Thing. But, to ſuppoſe the moſt in 


its Favour; it will not be amiſs, however, to propoſe 


ſome other Things, to aid and aſſiſt it. 

I apprehend, that the laſt Remedy, as it is call'd, 
and which is commonly practis'd ro extirpate other 
 Rubborn, ill Habits, (viz. a Salivation) would prove 
the firſt and beſt Cure here: Eſpecially, if directed 


with good Judgment, and duly extended as to Time 
and Degree, I cannot help thinking, that it would 


anſwer. But, ſubordinate to that, are ſome other 


Methods, which afford us no ſmall Hope of Succeſs.

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CHAP. XIV. 
_ Of DEAFNESS. 


THE Cauſes of this Diſorder are various; that is. 3 


1 they are ſometimes external.; at others, internal. 
When the Cauſe is external, it conſiſts in a Load of 


tough Cerumen, or Wax, which ſticks to the outward 
Surface of the Tympanum, or Drum of the Ear; by 


which means the Perception of thoſe Vibrations, 


which all Sounds cauſe in the Air, (the Medium they 
move in) is either leſſen'd upon that Organ, or to- 
tally loſt. GR | 
When that is the State of the Caſe, however, it 
eaſily admits of a Cure. When the Cauſe is internal, 
we muſt ſuppoſe the auditory Nerves are obſtructed ; 
ſo that the animal Spirits are denied Acceſs to the 
Senſory. The auditory Nerves (and the ſame of any 
other Nerves) may be obſtructed ſeveral ways; viz. 
either by ſharp Humours falling upon them, which, 
by their Stimulus, or Irritation, contract and leſſen 


their Chanels; or elſe by ſome extrinſic Incumbrance, 
Weight, or Oppreſſion. And theſe, or either of them, 
might happen from the undue Diſtention of ſuch Glands 
and Blood-veſſels, as he contiguous to them. Or 


theſe Nerves may be obſtructed (perhaps) by ſome 


intrinſic Cauſe. Or, laſtiy, they may become too 
lax, weak and flaccid, and in a State of comparative 


Inanition; under which Circumſtance they could not 


duly report the Impreſſions made on the Tympanum 
to the Brain. But there may be yet another Cauſe 


aſſign'd, which lies bet wixt theſe two Extremes; viz. 
the Organs themſclves, that is, the Tympanums, may 
grow too lax, weak, and flabby: In which State they 
will neceſſarily abſorb, and drink into their own Sub- 
ſtances a great deal of pituitous, ſizy Humour; in 
. 5 conſe- 
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conſequence of which, they will grow thick, obtuſe, 


and intractable. 
When the Diſorder in queſtion is an Effect of the

Of the OrHTHALMIA, and other Diſeaſes of 


HE Ophthalmia might very juſtly challenge a Place 
fi amongſt inflammatory Diſeaſes. But as it has 
its Seat in the upper Region of the Body, ſo I chuſe 
to conſider it under that Diviſion; and to bring other 
Diſeaſes, incident to the Eyes, into the Account at 
the ſame Time. But, Firſt, of the Oybibalmia. 
This Diſeaſe may proceed from various Origins, 
or antecedent Cauſes. But the Cauſa proxima, or 
immediate Cauſe, is always one and the ſame; viz. 
an immoderate Diſtention of the fine arterial Veſſels 
of the Eyes, attended with Heat, Tenſion, and Pain. 
This Diſeaſe may (as it evidently often does) pro- 
ceed ſimply and ſolely from an increas d Quantity, 
or from an increas'd Motion, of the Fluid: As is the 
Caſe, when it ariſes from taking Cold, on the one 
hand; or from exceſſive Drinking, or violent Exer- 
ciſe, on the other. And when it flows from cither 
of thoſe Sources, the Cure is very plain, and may be 
eaſy and ſpeedy. But ſometimes the ſame ſpecific 
Malady has a much deeper Root; and then it will be 
found (in proportion) harder to extirpate. As for 
Example: When it has its Foundation in an ill Habit 
of Blood (whether of the ſcrophulous, pocky, or 
ſcorbutic Kind); when ſuch Humours as theſe (juſt 
* Which are Skull caps, made of thin Skins. 1 


mention'd) 
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mention*d) ſtagnate in the fine capillary Veſſels of any 
Part, and ſo give Birth to an Inflammation; *tis very 
eaſy to diſcern, that the Cauſe, and conſequently the 
Effect, will be much harder to remove, than if the 
like Effect proceeded from ſome ſlight, common 


Cauſe. | 


It is the great Difficulty found in removing ſome 
Diſorders of this Sort, which have ariſen from radi- 
cated, compacted Humours, . that have led many 
Practicioners into an Error, and made them conclude, 
that the Diſeas'd had a latent Pox in his Blood for 
twenty or thirty Years paſt; which had never mani- 


| feſted itſelf by any Symptom (as a Pox) till then: 


And hence that common, vulgar, and prepoſterous 
Notion, That a Perſon may carry a Pox about him 
for the Term of a whole Generation, without know= 
ing any thing of the Matter. + oy 

I have detected this erroneous Opinion in many In- 
ſtances, and the wrong Judgment from whence it 
ſprings z which is juſt this, viz, When any Perſon is 
ſeiz'd with an Ophihalmia, cauſed by the Stagnation of 
radicated, compacted Humours, (and ſuch. as are not 
eaſily diviſible, or diſſolvible) the Phyſician (not 
diſcerning, perhaps, from what Cauſe it ſprings) treats 
it as the Effect of ſome ſlight, common Cauſe, and 
finds all Applications of that Sort in vain. He then 
raiſes the Key of his Preſcriptions gradually; till, 
from the Vegetable and Galenical, he comes to the 


> 


Mineral and Chymical. After he has been for ſome

For why (in God's Name) may not any ſtag- 
nant Humours in a Man's Body be of a compacted, 


ſolid, ſtubborn Nature, without the Neceſſity of a 


pocky Subſtratum? Are not the conſtituent morbid 
Humours of the Gout and Stone (not to mention many 
other Kinds) as hard to be cured as thoſe of the Pox ?

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I think it is pretty eaſy to explain by what Mecha- 
niſm a Suffufion is firſt formed; and how it is after- 


wards transformed into the Subſtance of a Cataract. 
There are two immediate or contingent Cauſes, 


aſſign'd by Authors, for the Diſeaſe call'd a Suffuſion. 
And theſe, indeed, are all that can reaſonably be 


ſuppoſed. Firſt, The aqueous Humour of the Eye 


(which is the proper Sphere of theſe Diſorders) may 
be, in itſelf, depraved, perverted, and chang'd from 
its natural State, both in Conſiſtence and Colour. 
Secondly, The ſaid aqueous Humour may be polluted 


and vitiated, in both the mention'd reſpects, by the 
Intruſion, Afflux, or Inſinuation of foreign or extra- 


neous Humours, of the pituitous Kind. I ſhall not 
enter into a Controverſy with Riperius, whether a Suf- 


fuſion, proceeding from the firſt-mention*d Cauſe, is 


curable, or not? However, I tacitly cheriſh the 


oppoſite Opinion to his; and, perhaps, may offer 
ſome ſolid Reaſons to ſupport, it, by-and-by. But 


to proceed, _ 


From whatſoever immediate or contingent Cauſe 
this Effect may ariſe, the Conſequence is plainly this; 
viz, The aqueous Humour of the Eye, being either 


depraved, perverted, or polluced, becomes preter- 
naturally denſe and opaque; that is, its Subſtance 


grows ſlimy or mucilaginous, and its Colour pro- 
portionably dull and cloudy - (Indeed, this latter is 
always a Conſequence of the; former, in all Fluids 
whatſoever). Hence the viſive Faculty muſt neceſ- 
ſarily (as it always does, in Fact) be obſtructed and 


diminiſh'd. Thus far of a Suffuſion; for all theſe 


Phænomena are ſtrictly comprehended under that 


Name. But when (by Time) theſe mucilaginous, 


viſcid, tenacious Humours, have acquired a certain 


neceſſary Degree of Force and Subſtance, their Parts 


then attracting more powerfully to each other, than 


they are attracted by the Fluid in which they are im- 
merſed, (and were before intimately blended and 
Wes F3 mix'd) 
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mix' d) ſeparate themſelves from it, and unite toge- | 
ther (as it were) in a Point, but in a more denſe; 
compact, and ſolid Subſtance z and then they obtain 


the Name of a Cataract. 

This Subſtance (being thus famed) generally viſe 
poſes itſelf before the Pupil, and ſo interrupts the 
Sight. But whereſoever it may, at firſt, diſpoſe and 
place itſelf, it will, by Time, (if not deſtroy'd or 
extirpated) increaſe, dilate, and ſpread itſelf fo far, 


as finally to obſtruct the Sight. | 
The Colour, and other Circumſtances of Suffuſions, 


and their uſual Conſequences, Cataracts, are very va- 


rious. And this is not at all to be wonder'd at; for 
they muſt neceſſarily vary, according as the Depra- 
vations that happen in the aqueous Humour intrin- 
 fieally, or as the foreign, extraneous Humours (which 
inſinuate into it, and pollute it) may vary. Riverius 
is very copious upon this Head: To whom I muſt. 
refer ſuch Readers as would be more particularly and 


minutely inform'd; for I cannot take the Trouble, 
nor, indeed, do I think it is worth the while to quote 
him. 

If the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe is judgt'd: to confiſt imply 
and ſolely in a Depravation and Perverſion of the 
aqueous Humours, (and all Humours, eſpecially ſuch 
as are comparatively ſtagnant, are certainly liable to 
ſuch Changes) then the Blood ſhould ſeem to merit 
very little Regard in our Attempts of Cure. How- 
ever, though the aqueous, and other Humours of the 
Eye, have not an open and viſible Communication 
with the Blood, yet have they a more ſecret and re- 
mote one; and. conſequently, any neceflary good 
Qualities impreſs'd on the Blood, will very probably 
be communicated and continued (in a comparative 
Degree, at leaſt) to the Humours of the Eye. And 


this being granted, it is a Conſequence, that any in- 
rrinſic Depravations, Perverſions, or Vitiations, may 
be Collected, . mended, or repaired, by proper Me- 


dicines

The contingent or immediate Cauſes of this Ma- 
lady have already been explained, and the mediate 
Cauſe ſufficiently ſpecified, As to the antecedent or 
remote Cauſes, they are whatſoever may engender 
ſlimy, viſcous, ſizy Humours; either intrinſically, 
in the Humours of the Eye; ox elſe firſt in the Blood, 
and afterwards determine them on the Eyes.

BY the Empyema (though, in reality, the Meaning 
of the Word is more general and extenſive) we 
| underſtand an Abſceſs ſuppurated and broken, whoſe 


A Pus, 
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Pus, or Matter, diſcharges itſelf into the Cavity of 


the Thorax. 
This Diſeaſe is generally the Reſult of a Pleuriſy, 
or a Peripneumonia; but more eſpecially the rer. 
This Rupture, and Diſcharge of the morbific Matter 
into the Cavity of the Thorax, gives immediate Relief 


to the Pain and Difficulty of Breathing; and ſome- | 


times, too, the Fever recedes upon it. When it is 


ſucceeded by all theſe Benefits, it promiſes well, and 


then is often cured ; extept the Quantity of Pus i is very 
great, or the Quality of it ſo bad as to render i it ſoon 

putrid: And, in either of theſe Circumſtances, it may 
give Cauſe to new Symptoms and Diſorders. 

The great F (as I apprehend) is how the 
Matter ſhould find a Way to get out of the Thorax 
again? For want of which it will, undoubtedly, cor- 
rupt and putrefy, ſooner. or later. Some Writers 
imagine, that it may be reſorb'd by the Lungs, as 
their Subſtance is very glandulous and porous. And 
if we could allow that, it would then be no hard Matt ter 
to aſſign a convenient Paſſage for it afterwards. _ 
However, all other Means failing, the laſt Reſort 
(and that Operation is neither very difficult nor dan- 
gerous) is a Puncture in the Side, commonly called 
the Operation of the Empyema. But, beſides this, 
there yet remains ſomething elſe to be done; that is, 
the Ulcer muſt be deterg d, cleans'd, and "ard.

Nonsvnpr ions were divided by the Ancients into 
two Kinds; viz. an Atrophy, or Pöhtbiſis; and 


an Ulcer of the Lungs. Some curious Moderns have 


ſubdivided again upon the Ancients, and have mul- 
tiplied thoſe two general Species into ſeveral particular 
ones: As for Example; the ſcorbutic Conſumption, 
the ſcrophulous, the pocky, Sc. 3 


I look upon this Subdiviſion of the Moderns to be 


extremely neceſſary and proper; becauſe the Epithet 
annex'd, ſpecifies from what Origin it ſprings: And, 
be the Malady what it will, it is always expedient, 
that the Origin of the Diſeaſe ſhould be diſcover'd 


(as near as poſſible) before we attempt a Cure. 
Iwill begin with the Atrophy; as well becauſe many 


more Subjects preſent of that Sort than of the other, 


as becauſe that is always curable; or, at leaſt, is never 


to be pronounced incurable. oo nt 
An Atrophy, or Phihifis, is a gradual Waſting or 
Decay of the whole animal Frames and that, ſame- 


4 times, 
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To. be continued for five or fix Days, and after to uſe the fol- 
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times. under the Circumſtances of a good Appetite, 
and the outward Appearances of a good Digeſtion. 
Sometimes this Waſting of the Body is very preci- 
— and haſty; and then it is, with us, vulgarly 


tyled, a galloping Conſumption. In truth, it is not 
a little to be wonder*d at, that a Perſon; under the 
Circumſtance of a good Apperite, and plentiful Feed- 
ing, and that ſuffers no viſible, preternatural Eva- 


cuations, (except Night-ſweats,' perhaps) ſhould: be 


fo ſuddenly demoliſh'd, as we ſometimes behold, 
That Perſons, , under this Diſeaſe, Have ſometimes 


a good Appetite, and eat plentifully, is moſt certain. 


But, though no Signs of Indigeſtion appear, (ſuch as 
Heavineſs at Stomach, Sickneſs, Qualms, Ructus's, 


Flatulencies, Sc.) yet T much ſuſpect, that the Ali- 


ments paſs 1 into the Blood in an unprepar'd, indigeſted 
State; becauſe, tis evident, they ſeem xxehek to feed 
the Diſeaſe, than to nouriſh the Body. 

As this is a capital Diſeaſe, and one that haſten 
the'Period of Lil 
deavour to diſcuſs the Subject as minutely and ACCu- 
rately as poffible. And, | 
_ "Firſt, Whatſoever may be the teat or re- 
mote Cauſe of this Diſeaſe,” the Baſis, or Eſſence of it, 
conſiſts in ill Humours, formed or ingender'd in the 
Conſtitution; which morbid Humours ſeem,” as it 


were, to grind it down, and wear it away; even un- 


der the advantageous Circumſtances above-mention'd, 

of a good Appetite, and (for ought that appears to 
the contrary) a good Digeſtion too. But though the 
diſeas'd Perſon does eat with a good Appetite, and 
ſeems to digeſt well, yet moſt certainly the Aliments 
muſt be deficient in point of Concoction.

The Folie wi Humours of this Diſcaſe (from 


| whatever primeval Source or Origin they may ſpring, 


viz. whether from the ſcorbutic, ſcrophulous, ſtru- 
mous, or pocky; or even from repeated Catching of 
Cold, for that is ſufficient, and often found to lay 


a Foundation) are undoubtedly retaining to the acri- 
monious Kind. This, I promiſe myſelf, will be judg d . 
a yery reaſonable and probable Conjecture: For tis 


ſcarce poſſible, that any other Genus, or Species of 
Humours, could ſo haſtily and precipitately tear to 


Pieces and deſtroy ſuch robuſt Habits, as ſometimes 


fall Victims to this Diſeaſe. However, though ir is. 
always a neceſſary and uſeful Point gain'd, That the 
Phyſician has form'd a right Judgment concerning the 


particular Genus of the morbid Humours which ſub- 
tend the Diſeaſe z yet is it nevertheleſs proper, that 
he carry his Inquiries ſomewhat further: That he 
examine if any ill Habit preceded the Acceſs of the 
Diſeaſe in queſtion 3 and, if ſo, of what Kind it was; 


becauſe, the ſame ſpecific ill Humours,- ultimately 
produc*d by different preceding ill Habits, may re- 


quire different Applications of Cure. It is upon this 
Account that I ſo much applaud the nice Diſtinctions

moſtly attended with a hectic Fever, with ſponta- 


neous or colliquative Sweats, (which come on about 
two, three, or four o'Clock in the Morning) and a 


crude, unconcocted Urine. Indeed, when the Diſcaſe 


is far advanc'd, the Urine has generally a ſetid Smell;

O Loss of APPETITE; and INDIGESTION. 


FH ESE Errors, or Defects, of a natural and 
good Conſtitution, generally ſpeaking; go hand 
in hand. At leaſt, where Appetite is wanting, Di- 
geſtion will always ſuffer. But, vice verſa, the Rule 
won't always hold good; for a Perſon may enjoy a 
good Appetite, and, at the ſame time, ſtand in need 
of a good Digeſtion. The Reaſon of this will appeat 
plain, if we take a View of all the various Cauſes that 
reſpectively contribute to the Production of theſe Dil 
orders. And, firſt, of Inappetency, or a Decay if 
This Diſorder may challenge various particular and 
diſtinẽt Cauſes. Ex. gr. Firſt, It may ariſe from 2 
Relaxation of the Stomach's Nerves and Fibres: In 
Conſequence of which, they will be leſs ſenſible of, and 
obedient to the Stimulus, of what the Chymiſts call 
the Acidum eſuriens, And as it is the peculiar Prero- 


Perception of its Stimulus that Hunger conſiſts. Or, 
Second ly, The interior Glands of the Stomach may 

| bechoak*d and obſtructed with phlegmatic, ſizy Hu- 
mours, in ſuch manner, as to hinder the Secretion of 
the ſaid Acidum eſuriens, aid the other Juices, with 
which the Stomach ought to be furniſh'd; "Thirdly 
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The Nerves of the Stomach may be ſo compreſs'd, 


by the diſtended Glands which are incumbent on them, 
as to hinder the Acceſs of the animal Spirits to the

Food, which had firſt borrowed it from the vitiated 
Soil, which! it either fed or grew upon. | 

YT he curative Indications here are, firſt, to correct 
and ſubdue; or elſe, to diſcharge and expel the ge- 
nuine Particles, or morbid Humours: 2dly, to al- 
ſwage and ſuppreſs the inordinate Fei ment and Ebul- 
lition of the Blood; and by ſkilfully managing theſe 
Purpoſes, the Fever will yield of courſe.

Diviſion, or Diſſolution, as thoſe of the chronic 
Kind) a ſovereign Corrective may one Day, per-

When (from a ſevere Cold, or any other Accidear) 
ſuperfluous Humours are accumulated firſt in the Blood, 
and are afterwards critically or accidentally determin'd 
and protruded, partly upon the Kidnies and adjacent 
Places, and partly upon the Guts; and becauſe, in 
ſuch a Circumſtance, the Kidnies, and the whole Re- 
ion of the Loins, are affected with a Heavineſs and 
Pain, (as in a Lumbago) at the ſame time that the 
Bowels are colick*d” from the ſame Cauſe; therefore 
it is, that the Kidnies are falſely charged with the 
Stone, and the Colick is unjuſtly conſtrued as a De- 
pendent on, or Conſequence of it: When, in reality, 


it is nothing more than another Symptom, produced 


by a Part of the ſame ſpecific Humours, only diffe- 
rently diſpoſed. One would, from hence, almoſt in- 
fer, that theſe Gentlemen think the Kidnies are ſubject 
to no Sort of Pains, but the Nephritic.

is meant nothing more than the ſpecific T

And notwithſtanding the 
many Difficulties and Dangers that ſome phyſical 
Writers diſcover in it, (who, I ſuppoſe, obſerve it 


— Optic-glaſſes of the multiplying and mag- 
nifying Kinds) I apprehend it may be very ſafely and 


- eaſily cured by well-judg'd- Applications. 


The Diſorder in queſtion manifeſtly conſiſts in a 


Surcharge of Choler, or choleric Humours, an: 
| thingy 
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thing, call'd Choler, is ſo like the Gall, both in its 
Colour and Taſte, that I conclude it to be nothing 
more than a vitiated or polluted Bile, But, however, 
before we attempt to propoſe a Cure, it will be highly 
neceſſary to examine the Matter more nearly; and 
find out, if we can, what may be the Cauſe or Cauſes 
of the ſuppos'd Depravation or Pollution of the Bile. 
The Bile, (then) or Gall, may be polluted and vi- 
tated various Ways. And, ½, It may be depraved, 


' vitiated and polluted, by Gluttony or Drunkenneſs j 


or by a Surfeit of any kind, by what means ſoever 
it is brought on. 240%, By a groſs, denſe, impure Air. 
;dy, By catching Cold, or an habitual Conſtipation 
of the excretory Pores of the Skin. In a word: What- 
ſoever is capable either of augmenting the Quantity, 
vitiating the Quality, or of cauſing preternatural Agi- 

rations in the general Fluid, (whether it be Gluttony, 
Drunkenneſs, Surfeits, or the like) may poſſibly pro- 
duce this Diſeaſe 3 eſpecially, ſhould the crude,” un- 
concocted, or otherwiſe noxious Humours, be criti- 
cally determin*d and protruded on the Gall-Bladder. 
Bur *ris not ſufficient ro affirm dogmatically, that 
theſe are, or may be, the Parents of this Diſeaſe, 
without explaining by what Mechaniſm they beget it: 
Which ſhall be the Subject of my next Inquiry. 
And, Firſt, as to Gluttony. TO 
It is certain, beyond all Conteſt, that one fingle 
Debauch with Food, or voracious Meal, is capable 

of throwing the whole animal Conſtitution into a 
Flame. Its miſchievous Effects are firſt diſplayed 
upon the Stomach and Guts; where it ſometimes _ 
produces unnatural Commotions, inordinate Ferments, 
Hatus's, RutfFus's, Gripes, colick Pains, Hickups, 
Spafms, Fc. By the time that a good Share of the 
undigeſted, unprepared Aliment, has paſſed the 
Laftcals, and made its Way into the Blood, it be- 
eins to difplay itfelf there too. When it has got 
Footing here, (beſides feveriſh, ſpaſmodic, and con-

| ordinate Commotions. Now when the animal Fluids 


and come from without; whereas the others are from 
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vulſive Diſorders, which are the more common and 
inſtantaneous Effects) it is capable of perverting and 
vitiating the whole Syſtem of the animal Juices, and 
of exciting in them preternatural Ferments, and in- 


are thus vitiated, and their regular Economy thus 
confus'd and tranſpos d, *tis not improbable, (and 
much leſs impoſſible) but that the vitious Humours 
may be critically determin*d and thrown off upon the 
Gall-bladder, and adjacent Places. What (then) will 
be the Conſequence? Why, the Bile (being vitiated 
in Quality, and augmented in its Quantity) will over- 
flow 1ts proper Bounds, and will diſpenſe itſelf liberally 
to all the Parts adjacent; and, eſpecially, to the Sto- 
mach and Guts. And here, by means of its Acrimony, | 
and ſuch other ill Qualities as it had lately acquir'd, 
it will ſtimulate and irritate all their Fibres and Nerves: 
It will reverſe the natural Motions of the former, and 
ſo produce violent racking Pains, and inceſſant Vo- 
mitings of bilious, choleric Matter. Sometimes alſo 
they are accompanied with ſevere griping Stools: 
And theſe are the true genuine Symptoms, that con- 
ſtitute a Cholera Morbus. Sometimes, tis true, (and 
that not rarely) this Diſeaſe is attended with a Fever: 
But then the Fever is always ſymptomarical ; eſpe- 
cially if the Cholera preceded the Acceſs of the Fever. 
If a Cholera is produced from a Debauch with ar- 
dent, ſpirituous Liquors, it is brought about by much 
the ſame Mechaniſm as in the Caſe pre- ſuppoſed. 
If from catching Cold, an habitual Conſtipation of 
the excretory Pores, or from a foul, malignant Air; 
theſe various Cauſes (reſpectively) work, and pro- 
duce the like Effect, by the ſame Mechaniſm; only 
differing im this, that theſe latter are extrinſic Cauſes,

Sometimes, indeed, the ill Humours generated from

to-relate a ſhort Hiſtory of a Caſe 
Some two or three Years ago (and at a critical 
Seaſon, viz. in the Month of February, when the Air 


was manifeſtly very bad and unwholſome, as appear d 


by the Diſorders it caus d almoſt in every Conſtitution) 


I was conſulted for a Patient under a Diſorder of this 


Sort. He firſt perceived a great Weight or Oppreſ- 


| fion-at his Stomach 3 which increas'd gradually, till 


it produc'd violent Strainings to vomit, attended with 
racking, burning Pains in his Stomach and Guts; 
down as low as to the Navel, his Belly at the ſame 
time conſtipated. I obſerved, that after (by violent 
Reaching for the Space of eight or ten Minutes toge- 


ther) he had diſcharged his Stomach of a greeniſh, 
phlegmatic Humour,in ſmall Qu Quantity, he became eaſy: 


But after an Interlude of Eaſe for half an Hour, (more 
or leſs) the Pains and Reachings recurr'd as before. 
And thus he continued in a regular. Series of alternate 
Pain and Eaſe, till the Fumes of the Diſeaſe were 
either exhauſted, or corrected and ſubdued. . I order'd 


him (beſides ſuch other Medicines as I judg'd proper) 


to be ply'd well with warm, - ſoft, diluting Liquids; 


eſpecially, ſo ſoon as a Fit of Reaching and Vomit- 
ing was over. But whether he drank of ſuch Liquids 


after the Fit, or not, the Conſequence, I found, was 


much the fame: For, after the mention'd- Space of 


Time (viz. about half an Hour) the Pains, Reach- 
ing and Vomiting, return'd; and the Humour diſ-

every cight or twelve Hours, To be taken e 
1 adviſe as follows; viz, ; BOT

By the Uſe of theſe Things, and Plenty of ſoft, 
dituting Liquids, Stools were obtain'd ; and the Pains 
and Reachings went intirely off, in the Space of forty 
Hours, or thereabouts, and the Patient. went abroad 
about his Buſineſs. But, in three or four Days time 
afterwards, the Diſtemper recurr'd. It appear'd ex-

= The Complaint return'd a ſecond time, in the Space 
=_— of three or four Days after his Recovery from the ſe-

= not'be- poſitive as to that, becauſe he was then removed 
= to a diſtant Place. — From what has been faid, it 
appears (I think) that this Diſtemper greatly reſem- 
bled a Quartan-ague, as to its Periods and Returns, 
But how are we to account for allthis? Why, we muſt 
ſuppoſe, either that the Patient got Cold afreſh, (which 
would neceffarity terminate as before) and ſo renewed 
his Pains and Penalties ; or elſe, that, by the late = 

| | 0 at 


(that is, a total Fit of the Diſeaſe) the Blood had tho- 
roughly cleanſed and freed itſelf of the ill Humours it 
had contracted. But then, the antecedent or original 
Cauſe yet ſubſiſting, viz. the Air continuing in a ma- 
lignant State, and the excretory Pores of his Skin ob- 


ſtructed, freſh morbid Matter was gradually accumu- 


lated, and heaped up in the Blood, till there was ſuf?— 
ficient to produce another Paroxyſm. Now, obſerve 

well the Difference here: When the Blood had tho- 
roughly purg'd and diſcharg'd itſelf of the incumbent 
ill Humours, three or four Days were required to fur- 


niſh as much new Matter, as was ſufficient to produce 
and form a Paroxyſm. But, on the other hand, when 


(in the Circumſtance of a Fit) the Stomach and Guts 
had diſcharg'd themſelves of what offended them, 
they were ſupplied afreſh from the Blood, in half an 
Hour's time. And this may ſerve to explain, that 
the Times required to produce thoſe oppoſite Cauſes 
of Diſeaſes, (call'd the antecedent and contingent) are 
greatly diſproportionate, the one to the other. But 
I beg Pardon for this long (though, I hope, not un- 
{caſonable) Digreſſion, and return to my Subject. 
The Indications of Cure, in a Chalera, are theſe: 
viz. 1ſt, To deplete the Veſſels, by Bleeding in the 
Foot, preferable to the Arm; and to waſh the Sto- 
mach with a gentle Vomit. 2dly, If the Patient has 


frequent griping Stools, to ſheath and defend the Guis

contained them. If frequent and painful Stools urge, 
as well as Vomiting, it would be vain and prepoſte-

On the contrary, they ought both to be rather encou- 
raged (but facilitated) by ſuch Things as line, lubri- 
cate, an defend the Stomach and Guts; that ſo the 
Humours may paſs off with as little Offence as poſſible. 
And this View ought to be purſued, till the Stock of 
morbid Humours ſeems to be ſpent. BOY 
Moreover, due Regard muſt, at the ſame time, be 
had to the Blood; that its preternatural Ferments, 
and inordinate Commotions, be reproved and ſup- 
preſſed ; and, laſtly, that ſuch ill Humours as are 
either impreſs'd on it from without, or elſe generated 
in it, be either concocted, or otherwiſe corrected, or 
elſe diſcharged. Theſe are all the requifite Indica- 

tions, ſuppoling the Diſeaſe to ſpring from an internal 
Cauſe, ſuch as Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, or the like. 
But if it proceeds from catching Cold, or an habitual 
_ Conſtipation of the excretory Pores, ſomething further 
-will then be required: Ex. gr. We muſt unlock the

Hence it appears, that the' me- 


diate Cauſe of this Complaint always conſiſts in ill 


Humours, which are ingendered in our Blood, either 


by Exceſs, or Accident; and the accidental or cri- 


tical Determination and Stagnation of theſe Humours, 
is the Cauſa proxima, or immediate Cauſe, h 


The Nature, then, of this Diſeaſe, conſiſts in Pain 
and Obſtruction ; that is, a total Obſtruction or Con-

That the Habit of Blood juſt now mentioned, and

how, and by what Mechaniſm, the ſuppoſed Habit 
of Blood, its Stagnation, Obſtruction, or the like,

The Blood ſtagnating in the Hypochondria,

Parts may (indeed) hinder the Influx and Action 
of the animal Spirits into thoſe Parts reſpectively; 


and thence ( as the animal Spirits are the Medium be- 
twixt the Mind and Body) the Functions of the 
Mind may be render'd dull, heavy, and intractable; 

Thus 


far I can eaſily conceive of the Matter : And that this 


is the common Opinion People have of it, is plain; 
for when any Perſon is dull, heavy, and ſtupid, (the 


neceſſary Effects of a heavy, groſs State of Fluids) 


tis immediately pronounced upon him, that he has 


the Spleen; by which it is plainly meant, that the 


Spleen is at that Time ſuppoſed either to be ob- 
ſtructed or oppreſſed by the Weight of the incum- 


bent Blood moving too heavily and lazily through 


its Veſſels: And the like Effects may reſult from the 
fame Cauſe, inhering in others of the Yiſcera : But 
then the Functions of the Mind may be clogged 


and depreſſed, without being depraved and per- 


verted. 

T heſe miſerable Effects then muſt neceſſarily re- 
ſult from ſome other Cauſe, beſides Stagnation and 
Obſtruction: The Blood pouſt certainly abound with 
ſome preternatural, noxious Humours, which irritate 
the Brain in the Courſe of their Circulation, confuſe 
and tranſpoſe the regular Order and Motions of the 
animal Spirits; and ſo finally affect the Mind itſelf, 
which the animal Spirits immediately ſubtend and 
ſapport ; or otherwiſe the ſtagnant Blood and Hu- 
mours may ſend up ſome putrid, vitiated Fumes to 
the Brain, which may a& upon it in ſuch manner, 
as to excite very unnatural and pride Chimera's

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It may give a good deal of Strength and Weight 
to this Conjecture, if we conſider, that theſe diſmal, 


melancholy Conceptions and Imaginations have, ge-

I have known ſome Perſons (under this unhappy 
Predicament) who have been moſt miſerably har- 
raſſed with unaccountable depraved Fancies and 
Conceits, which had no manner of Exiſtence, but 
in their Brains, And furthermore, theſe depraved 


Fancies have had their Beginning, State, and Decli- 


nation, as it were a Fit of the Gout: Hence it will 
appear reaſonable to judge, 7 when a ſufficient 
Stock of noxious Humours, or Fumes and Vapours,

of Curing. 
From what has been ſaid, it appears plain, that

Some . are very copious and prolix in 
treating of this Diſtemper, and are no leſs confuſed

an Author ſhould give an hiſtorical Legend of all 
its various Shapes and Symptoms, as 1t appears in

he might eaſily protract it to a Volume. 

But this would be intirely foreign to my Deſign;

(viz, Pain and Tumefaction) ſometimes terminate in 


Inflammations and Abſceſſes; at others, in Scirrho- 
ſities, though ſometimes, doubtleſs, they are reſolved 


and removed. 


The Meſentery is not ſo ſubject to Scirrhoſity as 
the Liver, Spleen, and Pancreas (though ancient 


Writers affirm to have found it ſcirrhous ſometimes); 


becauſe it is not (properly ſpeaking) carnous, but a 
vaſcular, glandulous Part: However, in place of 
Scirrhoſities, this is ſubject to Infarct ions. | 

All and each of theſe Bowels may be affected 
with theſe Diſorders, from one and the ſame Cauſe :- 


| Likewiſe, one and the ſame Cauſe may produce all 


this Train of Effects in one and the ſame Part, the 
Scirrhus only excepted : For, the ſame Kind or Qua- 
lity of morbific Matter, that neceſſarily tends to pro- 
duce Inflammation and Abſceſs, cannot, in equal Pro- 
bability, tend to the Production of Scirrhoſity. And 
the Reaſon of this will appear plain, if we conſider, 
that ſuch Humours as moſt neceſſarily tend to pro- 

duce Inflammations and Abſceſſes, are of the viſcid 


and ſizy Kind, are highly tenacious, and have a 


ſtrong, mutual Adheſion to each other. On the other 
hand; ſuch as tend to produce Scirrhoſity, are re- 
taining to the acrid, aduſt, and petreſcent Sort. 

I ſhall not (in accounting for theſe various Diſor- 


ders) attempt to give a long, tedious, anatomical 
Diſquiſition of the particular Parts, and their reſpec- 


tive Offices or Functions. That, I think, would at 
this Day be intirely unneceſſary on the one hand; as 
it is perfectly foreign to my Deſign on the other. 

It is ſufficient to know, that theſe Bowels are (in 
Part) conſtituted of Blood-veſſels and Glands: And 


| moreover, that ſome of them are the proper Recep- 


tacles of certain excrementitious Parts of the Blood, 
and Chyle.

That the Cauſe or Cauſes exiſted previouſly in 
the Blood; that is, That the Blood and Humours 


were previouſly vitiated in one or other of the re- 


ſpects above - mentioned. Now, this being granted, 


it will neceſſarily follow, that the ſuppoſed morbid

Either of theſe Methods ought to be preceded by . 
Bleeding in the Arm; or by Cups, applied as near 
the diſtemper'd Part as poſſible. Not that Bleeding 
can mend the Habit of Blood, or can reaſonably be

ORM S (if we ſpeak with regard to the whola 


Species of them, in the utmoſt Extent of it) 
are, perhaps, the moſt numerous and multiform of any 


in the Creation. But if we confine our Inquiries to 


thoſe only which infeſt human Bodies, they are di- 


vided and determin'd into four Sorts. This, at leaſt, 


is the Opinion of Riverius, (a reputed Author) to whom 
I refer for a more particular Hiſtory and Deſcription 


of them. But if we may credit a more modern, and 
We much 
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rious Author has (by an unwearied Application, and 


vrhich ſtimulate, irritate, gnaw and vellicate the animal 
Solids and Fluids. And theſe Things being granted, 


Shapes and Sizes; as, ſome Worms may be provided 
with ſharper Teeth than others; and as one of an Inch 
long will bite much harder than others that are a thou-

exbibit one Example (of many) in Proof of this laſt 
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much later French Writer, (who ſhall be nameleſs with 
me) there may be Millions of Sorts of Worms, even 
in human Bodies: For the ſame ingenious and cu- 


moſt exquiſite Penetration) diſcover'd, that the con- 
ſtituent morbid Matter of all Diſeaſes, is no other than 
fo many different Sorts of Worms in the Blood, Sc. 


tis eaſy. to conceive, that thoſe their Effects on our 
Bodies will always be proportional to their reſpective 


ſand, or perhaps a million times leſs. Since then the 
Point (with regard to the Variety and Number of 
their Shapes and Sizes in our Bodies) is morally un- 
determinable, it furniſhes me with a very good Apo- 
logy, for not endeavouring to enumerate and deſcribe 
them. But beſides, as they are all of the ſame Species, 
(only differing in Shape and Size) ſo, probably, the 
fame Cure may do for all, only differently propor- 
tion'd. As for Example: If a Worm, of any given 
Magnitude, requires a certain Quantity of the Vermi- 


the ſuppos'd Bigneſs_ will be deſtroy'd with a leſs 


But the great and main Queſtion is, How theſe 
Worms are ingender'd and produc'd in animal Bo- 
dies? viz. Whether by a ſpontaneous and equivocal, 
or an univocal Generation? The former Opinion ob- 
tain*d, indeed, amongſt Philoſophers, for many Ages 
paſt: But thoſe of the preſent Time have eſpous d 


founded upon mere Conjecture and Hypotheſis ; the 


latter upon Obſervation and Experience. But to 


Opinion: Take a Piece of Meat freſh kill'd, and 
„ 1 ; ſeparate 
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ſeparate it into two Parts, fo that one may be equal 
to the other, in all reſpects. Suppoſe. one Piece to 
be expos'd to Flies, and other Vermin, it will, in a 
little time, be fill'd with Maggots; and theſe will 
afterwards become (like their Parents, that produc'd 
them) Flies. We'll ſuppoſe the other Piece of Meat 
to have been care fully ſecur*'d at the ſame time, againſt 
the Approach of Flies, and all other Vermin. This 


Piece of Meat may come to ſtink, indeed; but will 


never exhibit Maggots, though ir ſhould lie for Months 
together : Which 1s a very plauſible and coercive Ar- 


gument, in favour of univocal Generation. 


Indeed, it is very difficult to comprehend, how the 
laſt, and moſt inſignificant Inſe& in Nature, could 
be produc'd and animated, without a formal Act of 
Copulation, The mention'd Inſtance of two Pieces 


of Meat differently diſpos'd, and conſequently diffe- 


rently affected, proves that Flies were (at leaft) the 


efficient Cauſe of the Maggots. Who then can make 
the leaſt Doubt, but that they depoſited their Eggs 


in the Meat, judging it a proper and convenient 
Matrix? . 4 rs 
Without doubt, the Primordia, or the original Seeds 
and Stamina of ſome Inſects, are not only extremely 
minute, but very compact and ſolid likewiſe. And 
(this being granted) they may be bandy'd and toſs'd 
about a long while, (after dimitted from the Parent) 
without being deſtroyed, or ſo much as ſqueez*d or 
hurt; till, at laſt, they meet with a convenient Ma- 
trix, and proper Pabulum, to call them to Birth. This, 


indeed, is evident in numerous Inſtances. For Ex- 


ample: Take a little dry Hay, and immerſe it but 
twenty-four Hours, in clear, filtred Water; then 

examine the Water with a Microſcope, and you'll 
find a Number of Animalcula ſkipping about in it, 
and reſembling Worms. Whence it may reaſonably 
be concluded, that the Ova of Worms pre-exiſted in 


the Hay; which (fo ſoon as they met with a proper

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Fluid to dilate, foment, and nouriſh them) mani. 
feſted Life, &c. 

T he Maggots produc'd i in ſome Sorts of Cheeſe, are 
ſurpriſing Inſtances to prove how long the Eggs of In- 
ſets may remain, and how many mare, odd and Scenes 
they may go through, without being deſtroyed or hurt, 
Ir is not improbable, but ſuch Ova, or Eggs, of In- 

ſects, may alike exiſt in all Sorts of Cheeſe: Though, 

in the more hard and dry, (which are void of Fat) 
they never manifeſt Life; becauſe they have neither 
room to ſwell and dilate, nor Moiſture and Fat to 
foment and nouriſh them. But, in the fatter and 
ſofter Cheeſes, (on the other hand) they are furniſ d 
and equipp'd in all theſe reſpects. 

However, this Notion of univocal e 1s 

not altogether exempt from its Difficulties. For, if 
we may credit the Accounts of the famous itinerant 
Worm. doctors, and the Images painted on their Ban- 


ners, there is an infinite Diverſity of Worms, even in 


human Bodies: Some of which (as they cannot be 
likened to any that were ever ſeen, or heard of, be- 
fore) they conclude to have been ſpontaneouſly bred 


in the Patient's Body; becauſe, (ſay theſe Adepts) 


had they been produced from the Spawn or Eggs of 
others, then their Likeneſs muſt have pre- exiſted. 
Upon the whole; It may, I think, be very juſtly 
concluded, either that thoſe Gentlemen have made 
very great Diſcoveries in that Sphere, or elſe that they 
have been endow'd with a very happy and fruitful 


Invention: For they repreſent ſome with many Heads, 
like a Hydra; ſome, again, with numberleſs Legs; 


and others, with Harpies Claws, Sc. &c, But this is 
a Sort of Digreſſion; for which I beg Pardon, and 
ſhall immediately recur to my Subject, 

I lay it down, as undoubted Matter of Fact, that

tiply Preſcriptions. And furthermore, I dare pro- 
miſe, that the above Medicines will be found effectual. 


The Linctus, ex Ol. Lini, &c. is not propoſed as an

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Antidote for the Worms, but only to leſſen the Per. 
ception of their Stimulus and Irritation; by means of 
which they excite a Fever.

known to fail. However, Quickſilver, given in Sub- 
ſtance, (no matter in what Form or Vehicle, ſo it has 
but ſome one) will always be found of Uſe. And 
we find Phyſicians, for ſeveral Ages paſt, (notwith- 


ſtanding how cautious ſome are about uſing; it, at this 
Day) have preſcribed it for the Diſorder in queſtion, 


both with Safety and Advantage. Riverius mentions 
one Form of giving it, (which he takes from Fobannes 


Baptiſta Zappata) that l like very well.

JESIDES the outward and vigbls Signs of this 

Diſtemper, which notify it to every common 
Spectator, as well as to the moſt judicious and dif. 
cerning Phyſician, there are yet many other Sym- 
ptoms, which plainly ſpecify 1 its internal Nature and 


This Diſeaſe, however, is diſtinguiſhed and di- 
vided into two Kinds or Colours; viz. into the yel- 
low, and the black Jaundice. Riverius ſays, the 
latter Sort depends not upon the Liver, but on the 
Melt or Spleen. Now, for my Part, I judge this 
his Definition to be rather chimerical than true. Itis 
moſt certain, that the Gall is not only ſubject to Ob- 
ſtruction, but to Perverſion and Depravation likewiſe, 
And ſuppoſing (in a Caſe of the Jaundice) the latter 
to exiſt, as well as the former; the Tincture both of 
the Skin and Urine may recede from the Yellow, and 
Incline to the Livid or Black. But however, the black 
 Jaundice is a very rare Circumſtance ; and when it 

does: happen, is commonly thought to be incurable: 

Therefore I ſhall particularly confine my Reflections 
to the 7ellow. 

That the Duus communis Ait is choak'd and 
ſtopp'd up in this Diſeaſe, is univerſally known: And 
hence the Paſſage of the Bile, from the Cyſtis biliaria 

to the Duodenum, is totally hinder'd or ſupplanted. 
The Uſefulneſs and Importance of the Bile (as kept 
in ics regular Courſe, and inviolate, both in its Qua- 


lity and Quantity) is egregiouſly ſpecified, by the 
Inconventences and ill Conſequences which reſult from 


its Obſtruction or Perverſion. And, firſt, as to its 1 


| Obſtraction: The Bile, when denied Its natural and

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regular Paſſage into the Duodenum, neceſſarily recoils 


upon the Blood; whence proceed the yellow Tincture 
in the Skin, the yellow turbid Urine, and that Pru- 
ritus or Itching in the Skin: From thence, likewiſe, 


proceeds that diſagreeable bitter Reliſh in the Palate 
and Throat. Bur thoſe Effects which flow from a 
Surcharge of Bile in the Blood, are by no means com- 
menſurate with thoſe which reſult from the Want of 
it in the alimentary Dutt. Theſe are, Faintneſs at 


Stomach, Inappetency, Sickneſs, Reachings, Qualms, 


Ructuss, Indigeſtion, colicky Pains, and white 
clayiſh Stools. In a word, there is Tcarce a Symptom 
or Circumſtance, incident to the prime Vie, but 


what this Diſeaſe may, and at ſome time or other does,

The Stools, under this Diſtemper, are (as above- 
obſerved) white and clayiſh. The Reaſon of the farſt 


Phenomenon, any-body may account for: But, to 


explain the latter, demands further Inquiry, and 
deeper Penetration. And, firſt, when our Aliments 


have been ſufficiently digeſted in the Stomach, and 


are from thence thruſt off into the Duodenum, it is 


then and there the peculiar Prerogative and Office of 
the Bile to mix with, attenuate, diſſolve and com- 


minute them: To diſſolve, (I ſay) break and deſtroy 


their Viſcidity, Tenacity, and Coheſion. And, laſtly, 
to the Bile (thus mixing with them) is owing the yel- 


low Colour of the Excrements of a Perſon in Health. 
Now in the Caſe of a Jaundice, when the Aliments 
are as well digeſted in the Stomach as the Diſeaſe will 


allow of, and are thence protruded into the Duodenum, 
in their chylous State and Nature, their more fluid, 
thin, and ſubtil Part, may (by the periſtaltic Motion 


of the Guts, and the Compreſſion of the abdominal 


| Muſcles) be forc'd through the Lacteals, and ſo make 
their way into the Blood, as much, or nearly ſo, as 


if aſſiſted and meliorated by the Bile : But then the 


= Sordes, or Stercus, (which qs afterwards diſcharg d by 
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the Anus) muſt neceſſarily be white, for want of the 
Hile to tinge it yellow; and its clayiſh, tenacious 

Subſtance and Nature, will yet ſubſiſt, for want of 
the faid bile; whole proper Office it is (as above- 
mentioned) to attenuates diſſolve, and deſtroy it. 

Here we quit the Inteſtines, purſue the Chyle into the 
Blood, and there bring it under further ani 
nation. 


ane Gn (then) of IRerics, though It may be 


as copiouſly diſpenſed to the Blood (in proportion to 
the Quantity of Aliments taken) as that of a healthy 
Perſon; yet it cannot be ſo well elaborated and pre- 
pared, nor ſo eaſily aſſimilated by the Blood, as if 
it had been previouſly mixed with, and meliorated 
by, the Bile in the Duodenum. From hence, doubtleſs, 
(viz. from a depraved Chyle, and ſuch. as is unfit for 
Nutrition) proceed Languors or Faintneſs, Heavy- 
neſs, Liſtleſsneſ., Dulnels, Inactivity, Sc. But cus 


much of the Symptoms; which are ſo well and com- 


monly known, that I had not taken the Trouble to 
enumerate chem, only in order to define and explain 
them. 

The antecedent or wy remote Cauſe of this Diſcaſe, 
is whatſoever may or does bring on a groſs or viſcous 
HFabit of Blood. The mediate Cauſe is whatſoever 
| determines and concentres the ſuppoſed groſs or, vil- 
cous. Humours in the biliary Pipe; and the Cau/a 
_ proxima, or immediate Cauſe, is (as above-ſaid) their 

choaking and ſtopping it up. Thus the Nature of 
the Diſcaſe is fully expreſs'd and contain'd in the im- 
mediate Cauſe, as its Eſſence is in the mediate. 
As to the curative Part of this Malady, it is ſumm'd 
up and comprehended in one Indication; that is, to 
open the biliary Duct, by removing the ſtagnant, 
obſtructing Matter. Ir s neceflary to premiſe, indeed, 


| that this Diſeaſe may be produced from ill Humours,

Fihods of Cure, ſhould vary, and be adapted ac-

J lay it down, as andoubted Truth, and Matter of 
Fact, that the Obſtruction in the biliary Pipe cannot 


be formed of a ſudden (whatever Species of Humours 


it may conſiſt of); bur that it is formed gradually, 


and by the following Mechaniſm 3 viz. 


I ſuppoſe then, firſt, that ſundry Particles of Matter, 
e ſix, eight, or ten, ' more or leſs) which were 
homogeneous or ſimilar, meeting together in the com- 


mon Courſe of Circulation with the Blood, and ſtrike- 
ing each other at proper Angles, may inoſculate, co- 
here and unite together, and diſpoſe themſelves at 


Reſt in ſome Part, Place or Chanel of the Body, (in 


the biliary Pipe, for Exati ple) to which they ſtick 


or adhere. Sccondly, When a compound Subſtance 
(though, as yet, ſmall) is formed by the Union of 


various ſimilar or homogeneous Particles, they will 


neceſſarily (in Obedience to the ſame Law of Attrac- 


tion that brought and combin'd them together) in- 
cline and attract to them ſuch other fimilar or homo- 
geneous Particles, as pats by or approach near them 


in the Courſe of Circulation. The pre-ſuppoſed Sub- 
ſtance thus gradually increaſing, its attractile Power 


and Force will be augmented in Proportion: So that 


when the ſuppoſed compound Subſtance is already; ad- 


vanced to any conſiderable Magnitude, its After- 
growth will be greatly precipitated. And thus the

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Weeks, or evena few Days, after its obſtructing Cauſe 


was advanc'd to its Semi- magnitude. 


This way of defining the Formation of a Faundice 


may, perhaps, offend ſome of thoſe Gentlemen who 


oppole the Notion and Doctrine of Attraction in Bo- 


dies: But I am in no Concern about that; as it is a 


Doctrine I firmly believe, and am as well convinced 
concerning the Truth of it, as I can be of any thing 


that is nor palpable to my outward Senſes. And more.

Indeed, it is affirm'd and maintain'd by ſome reputed 


Authors, as well as by others in preſent Practice, that 
a Jaundice is ſometimes conſtituted of theſe Sort of 
Materials. And as a further Proof of it, we are aſ- 
ſured, that very ſolid, compact Stones, have been 
ſometimes found (upon the Diſſection of Icteric 
Bodies) in the Gall- bladder; and, at other times, 


in the Meatus biliarins, 


- That theſe Things may 3 is s by no means 
to be denied, or even to be doubted: For, though 
the Reins, Vreters, and urinary Bladder, are the 
common Seats of thoſe extraneous Productions, yet 
they may poſſibly be formed in any other Part of the 
human Body whatever; and, conſequently, either in 
the Cyſtis, or the Ductus biliarius.” © 

When this plainly appears, or is judg'd to be the 
State of the Caſe, the Phyſician will have great reaſon 
to ſuſpect that the Diſeaſe will withſtand a long and 
vigorous Siege; and that the Victory will be not only 
very difficult, but very doubtful likewiſe. However, 
(to ſuppoſe the beſt) it will certainly be found much 
more difficult to diſſolve the Cement, and deſtroy the 


Coheſion of ſuch concrete Subſtances, than it can be 
to attenuate and reſolve the Viſcous and Glutinous, or 
to break, divide, and comminute, the Groſs and Gru- 


mous. But nevertheleſs, as the Diſeaſe in queſtion, 


founded even upon this Baſis, does not abſolutely

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dicines and Methods, as, in my Opinion, bid n 
to anſwer the deſired End. 


In this Caſe the curative Indication is 881014. diz. 
either to diſſolve, or otherwiſe deſtroy the Cement 


of the Calculi (in conſequence of which, they will 
moulder and crumble to pieces); or elſe to mollify 
and relax the biliary Duct to ſuch degree, that, upon 
applying ſtrong, irritating Medicines, afterwards, 
the ſuppoſed Calculi may be protruded, a.

As to the firſt Part of the Jndication, we cannot 
(in my humble Opinion) flatter ourſelves with any 
great Hopes of ever anſwering it; let Chymiſts, and 


other chimerical Perſons, talk what they will of their 


boaſted Menſtruums, and other Diſſolvents. But as 
to the latter, it may, in great Probability, be effectu- 
ated, by the Application of well-concerted Medicines. 
However, before I proceed to conſider this, I ſhall

ore 1 ſhall ſcarce conſult with them, or appeal to 
them; bur proceed to deliver my own Sentiments 
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or Cauſa proxima, in a Rupture, or immoderate Dil- 
_ tention of the Lympharics. 
A Perſon's Blood being under the ill Conditions 


and Circumſtances above-mentioned, though (indeed) 


it may poſſibly terminate in ſome other Malady, yet 

will it more neceſſarily tend to the Production of a 
Dropſy, for the following Reaſons: And, firſt; the 
Blood (as above-ſaid) being not only phlegmaric, 
flimy, fizy, &c. bur vapid, poor, and ſpiritleſs like- 
wiſe, can ſecrete but a ſmall Quantity of animal 
Spirits : 2dly, In conſequence of this Dearth or De- 
fect of animal Spirits, the Lymphatics, and all the 


other Glands and Veſſels, will (in proportion) looſe of 
3dly, The Blood 


their natural Spring and Elaſticity. 
(at the ſame time) moving but heavily and lazily thro? 
the Veſſels, will overbear upon the Lymphatics, &c. 
will force itſelf (or at leaſt its ſerous, watery Part) 


into their Subſtances; and ſo, finally overſtretch or 


break them: And thus 1 Is laid the Baſis c or Rudiments 


of a Dropſy. 
I cannot omit, however, to eres (en paſſant ) 


what Hippocrates ſays upon this Subject. He ſuppoſes, 


( Aphoriſm 55, Sect. 7.) That the Liver may be filled 
with Water; which Water may firſt diſembogue itſelf 
into the Cawl, or Omentum, and 'from thence again 
be diſcharged into the Cavity of the Belly, by the 
Ramifications of the Vena Porta, by the epiploic and 
 gaſtrepiploic Veſſels or Veins. "Theſe latter are de- 
rived from the Spleen; by the Means and Mediation 
of which Bowel, Water is conveyed to them from 
| the Stomach, and | is by them vented into the Belly. 


The J. cule Hyaatides (which are an 1immoderate 
Diftention of the capillary Lymphatics, on the Super- 


ficies of the Liver) are ſaid to produce the Dropſy, 


ſometimes; for, theſe breaking, or burſting, and diſ- 


emboguing their watry Contents into the Cavity of 
the Belly, produces that Diſeaſe.

An Aſcites, however, (generally ſpeaking) mak 


its firſt Appearance in the Legs, about the Ancles: 


From thence (if not timely remedied or prevented) 


it aſcends gradually to the Thighs. The next Re- 


gion it ſeizes, is the Abdomen; from whence it ad- 
vances upon the Thorax: And when it is got ſo far, 


the Tragedy is then near at an End, except uncom- 


mon Art and Care are exerciſed to divert it. 
The Reaſon why this Diſeaſe ſhews itſelf at firſt in 
the Ancles and Smalls of the Legs, is very obvious 


and plain: But to make this appear, it muſt be con- 
fidered, that the Blood is determined on the depend- 


ing Parts of the Body (particularly to the Feet and 
Legs) in a double Senſe: Ex, gr. Firſt, by the pro- 
jectile Force which it receives (in common with all 
other Parts of the Body) from the Heart: And 


2dly, by the univerſal Property of Gravitation, or 


its Propenſity to tend to the common Centre; but, 
in proportion as the Blood deſcends into the Legs 


and Feet with greater Freedom and Velocity, (as the 
Spring and Elaſticity of the arterial Veſſels are 


weakened, and conſequently make the leſs Reſiſtance) 
ſo it aſcends again with greater Difficulty. And thus, 


betwixt theſe two Extremes, viz. the Blood's too . 
| eaſy Deſcent, and too difficult Aſcent, the Feet and 
| Legs are overcharged; the arterial Veſſels and Fibres. 


are immoderately ſtretched, diſtended and weakened, 


and the lymphatic Glands yield to the intruding

It will appear (I believe) upon a 'nice ook, 
that Wind is, or may be, generated and produced 
from the ſame original and general Cauſes which are 
aſſigned as the Foundation of an Aſcites: But then 
thoſe Cauſes muſt be ſuppoſed to be differently de- 
termined; or elſe to act in a different Sphere, that is, 
in a different Conſtitution. Now, that the ſame 
ſpecific Cauſe, as it may be' diſpoſed in different 
Conſtitutions, or as it may be variouſly determined 
in the fame Conſtitution, may produce different Ef- 
fects, (and vice verſa) has oy. Deen e 
and almoſt proved. 
Let us ſuppoſe then, that ſome one or more of 
thoſe original or firſt Cauſes, aſſigned for the Pro- 


duction of an Aſcites, (exiſting ſome Time) to have 


brought on a Phlegmatic, ſlimy, vapid, ſpiritleſs 
Habit of Blood; ?cis plain, ſuch. a Habit of Blood 
may as neceſſarily tend to the Production of Wind 


or Flatulencies, as to any other given Thing what- 


ever: Witneſs the many Colicks and other windy 


Diſorders of the Stomach and Bowels; all which pro- 


ceed from ſome one or more of the mentioned Cauſes. 


Suppoſe we again, that the Wind ſo generated (in-

Caſe) produce a Tympanites. 

A Habir of Blood, retaining to the phlegmatic, 
ſlimy Kind, always implies crude, indigeſted, un- 
concocted Humours; and ſuch Humours are the 
moſt common Parents of Wind. From the Colliſion 
and Attrition of ſuch Humours (which may as well 
happen in the Blood-veſſels, as in the larger Canals 
of the Body) ariſe preternatural Ferments, indigeſted 
Vapours, Wind, and what not? When Wind is 


thus formed REP” rarefied in the Blood-veſlels of the 


Meſentery, or other Viſcera, it will neceſſarily force 
itſelf into the lymphatic Glands; or force its Way 
through them into the Cavity of the Abdomen.

The antecedent or remote Cauſes may ve! various; | 
as for Example, whatſoever may or does ingender - 


ill Humours in our Blood. Of this Sort are all Er- 


rors, either in our: Accretions, or our Secretions: 
And indeed, the moſt minute Error or Abuſe in the 


Non. naturals, may produce the like Effect, in pro- 


portion to its own' Weight. The mediate Cauſe, 
then, conſiſts in ill Humours (either acid or acrid) | 
in our Blood: And the immediate Cauſe is the cri- 


tical Termination of the ſuppoſed Humours upon the 


| Sphinfer Ani, where by their Stimulus they excite 2 


perpetual, or very frequent Deſire to Stool; but at 
the ſame time contract the phincter Muſcle ſo for- 


cibly as to hinder Excretion. This ſpecifies the true 
Nature of the Diſeaſe; and in this (its Nature) it 


ww be exactly likened to a a Strangury.

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The Intentions and Methods of Cure will vary ac- 


cording to the original Cauſe from whence the Diſeaſe 


ſprings 3 which therefore ought to be nicely inquired 


into. If it proceeds from Errors in our Accretions, 


ſuch as an ill Choice, or Exceſs, in our Meats and 


Drinks, whence ill Humours will neceſſarily. be in- 


gendered and formed in our Blood —— In ſueh Caſe 
thoſe Errors are firſt of all to be corrected; and then 


the incumbent Humours are to be altered or expelled : 
But if it reſults from Errors or Defects in our Secre- 


tions, particularly that of inſenſible Perſpiration 3 


then the. ſofter Diaphoretics .( ſuch as will at once 


ſheath and correct the peccant Humours, and pro- 
mote a free Perſpiration) will do the Buſineſs. 


Suppoſe the mediate Cauſe, or (which is the ſame 


Thing) the ill Humours that ſubtend the Diſorder, 


to be produced by ill- choſen Meats and Drinks, and 
ſuch as ingender a redundant Acidity or Acrimony in 
the Blood: In ſuch Caſe the ill Habit muſt be cor- 


reed, as the prudent Phyſician ſhall ſee convenient; 
but if the like ill Effects flow from an Error or Ex- 
ceſs in Quantity, the Quantity muſt then be mode- 


rated, and brought within due Bounds : For a Vice, 


either in the Quantity or Quality of our Food, is 
equally capable of producing depraved and offen- 
ſive Humours in our Conſtitutions. Perſpiration is 
almoſt the only Secretion, which, by Errors and De- 


fects in it, can be culpable in this Caſe. To remed 


the Evil, ſuppoſing it to flow from that Cauſe, I ad- 
viſe as follows; viz. Firſt, draw Blood from the

Errors or Defects in our Digeſtions cwhether the

For whether Digeſtion, 
which (in that Seat we commonly ſtyle Concoction) 
is actually defeRive in the Blood - veſſels themſelves;

Humours, being extemporaneous, and 
conſequently having acquired no Degree of Denſity, 
Solidity and Obduracy) generally extinguifhes or re- 
cedes of itſelf, in the Space of a Day or two: In which 
Caſes there is ſcarce Room or Reaſon for the Applica- 


tion of pharmaceutical Remedies. Plenty of warm, di-

= HE aber Chara&teriſtic, or diſtinguiſhing 
T Mark of this Diſeaſe, is an intenſe Heat or 
Burning all over the Body; eſpecially in its Super- 
ficies or Skin. It is rarely attended with any direful 
Symptoms, or ſuch as prognoſticate Danger; but the 


Fever is manifeſted by a quick PE, Thirſt, and the 


mention'd Heat or Burning. 


It would be ſomewhat difficult to find out * af 
certain the antecedent or molt remote Cauſes of this 


Species of Fevers; though the mediate and immediate 


Cauſes of it are, I think, pretty obvious and Plain, 
As for Example: 

The mediate Cauſe necellarily be a vitiated 
State of Blood and Humours, which are retaining to 
a hot, fiery Nature; and the immediate Cauſe, or 

Cauſa proxima, conſiſts in the critical Determination 


of the ſuppoſed hot, fiery Particles, on, and their 


Obſtruction, in the Glands, on the Superficies of the 
Body, as well the internal as the external: But how, 

or by what Means, thoſe hot, fiery Humours, are 

generated or introduced into the Blood, that is the 
great Queſtion; and, indeed, it is what I ſhall not 
undertake to reſolve. I could, however, offer many 
Conjectures about them; but then they would be ſo 
far ſhort of a rational Demonſtration, (which I would 

always appear to give) that I rather. chuſe to conceal 
them. 


As to the mediate Cauſe, (which comprehends the 


| Eſſence of the Diſeaſe) it conſiſts, as above- ſaid, in 
hot, fiery Humours, that affect in ſome meaſure the 
whole Syſtem of the Solids and Fluids, but are par- 
ticularly then off and ee on the outer and 
f 1 inner 
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inner Surfaces of the Body ; where, by ſtagnating in 


the Extremities of the capillary Arteries, and lympha- 
tic Glands, they act more violently and ſenſibly. 


And in this their particular Determination on, and 
Stagnation in, the ſuperficial Glands and Veſſels of 


the Body, lies (as above-obſerved) the immediate 


Cauſe, : LE > 1 ; | 
A Phyſician who judges of Things in prima facie 


only, or ſees them no further than Skin-deep, would 


content himſelf, perhaps, with preſcribing ſuch Things 


as might either cool, condenſe and repreſs, or elſe 


ſheath and obtund, the hot, fiery Particles. Bur ſuch 
Things (believe me) will only ſerve to palliate the 
Effects or Symptoms, whilſt the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe 
ſtill remains the ſame. And furthermore; whereas 
Nature herſclf might poſſibly bring about a Cure, if 
not diſturb*d, ſuch Methods may interrupt and cir- 
cumvent her, by weakening or obſtructing her Efforts. 


The Intentions of Cure, however, are to palliate and 
aſſwage the Symptoms, in ſome meaſure, by ſuch 
Things as obtund and ſheath the hot, irritating Hu- 


mours. But then our chief Aim and Endeavours ought 
to be levell'd at the Root of the Diſtemper, by ap- 
plying ſuch Medicines as may either alter and coli 


attenuate and diſſolve, or digeſt and concoR, the ſaid 


peccant Humours. And the third and laſt Intention 
is to expe] and diſcharge them, by ſome proper Se- 
cretion, To anſwer all which Purpoſes, I adviſe as 


follows; viz.

Red, and admits of no Interſtices, as in the Meaſles. 
But this is ſomewhat foreign to my. Purpoſe ; which 


is not to deſcribe the Symptoms and Appearances 
of Diſeaſes, but to explain and account for their 
_ Cauſes, &c. 

This Species of Fevers (whenoves it appears) is 


epidemical, or at leaſt is, generally ſpeaking, ſo; and 


conſequentiy its Origin, or firſt Cauſe, muſt exiſt 
either in the Air, or the Soil; that is, either the Air, 
or the Soil, muſt be vitiated and infectious. | 


The morbid Humours which immediately ſubtend 


this Diſeaſe, or (which is the ſame thing) conſtiture 
its Cauſa media, muſt neceſſarily be of a very ſubtil, 
exploſive Nature: They manifeſtly rarefy and expand 


the Blood to ſo great a Degree, that all the capillary 
Arteries are immoderately diſtended with it; and this 


(which may be ſtyled the Caſa proxima) cauſes the 


flaming red Colour all over the Body. As to the 


common internal febrile Symproms, they are not the 


molt acute in this Sort of Fever; which ſpecifies, that 


the Bulk of the morbific Matter is determin'd out- 


wardly on the Superficies of the Body.

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in the Blood; and that this particular ans was 
one of a more intenſe and virulent Nature. 

Tis certain, that Heat is inſeparable to Fire; but, 

on the other hand, Fire is not always the Companion 


of Heat. However, Hear, whereſoever ſituated or 
repoſed, (whether in Bodies animate or inanimate) as 
it increaſes in Degree, ſo it approaches towards Fire 
in Proportion. Now every Fever is accompanied 


with, or rather ſpecified by, an increaſed Heat of the 


Blood: And this characteriſtical Heat will always be 
proportional to the Quality and Quantity of the mor- 
bid Humours that ſubtend it; for theſe Humours will 


neceſſarily augment the Velocity of the Fluids, and 
the vibrative Force of the Solids, in the compounded 
Ratio's of their reſpecdtive Quantities and Acrimony ; 
whence will ariſe a preternatural Heat of the Body. 


Several Sorts of malignant Fevers are, in their 


Nature, contagious; which ſufficiently teſtifies con- 


cerning the Rarity and Subtilty of their venomous 
Eſſence. 

When a malignant Fever is ſo rife and general, as 
to be call'd epidemical, we may reaſonably conclude, 
that its firſt Cauſes are ingender'd either in the Air, 


or the Soil: But when it is more rare and accidental, | 


we may then preſume its Cauſes were originally formed 


in the Blood. 
That the Primordia, or original Stamina, of this 
Fever, (or indeed any other) may, with equal Poſſi- 
_' bility, be formed either in the animal Blood, in the 

Air we breathe, or in the Soil we live upon, is cer- 
tain ; for as the former is evidently ſubject to Diſtem- 


eratures, Shocks and Convulſions, ſo are both the 
atter: But where or howſoever the antecedent or 
moſt remote Cauſe is generated, the mediate Cauſe is 


always the ſame; only as it may differ in Degree, in 


different Subjects. And this mediate Cauſe (in which 
the Eſſence of the Diſeaſe is expreſs'd likewiſe) conſiſts 


in a Perverſion and — of che animal Fluids,

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cauſed either by the Generation and Formation of 
noxious Humours immediately in the Blood, or by 


the Intromiſſion of malignant Efiuvia from without. | 

It may be wiſhed and expected, (perhaps) that 1 
ſhould 2 — on the particular Nature, Figure, 
and Quality, of the morbid Hamours that ſubtend 


this Diſeaſe: And, indeed, I ſhould be very glad to 
do it. But, alas! that is a Thing utterly impoſſible; 


for the utmoſt Extent of human Reaſon can go no 
further than Conjecture about them, as they lie be- 
yond the Scrutiny of our Senſes. Was it poſſible we 
could determine on, and aſcertain the preciſe Nature, 
Figure, Quality, Solidity and Magnirude of theſe 
peccant Humours, we ſhould then (indeed) be able 


to direct our Methods of Cure with greater Surety of 


Succefs. But however, (ſince the beſt of Conjurers 
are but good Gueſſers in things of this Nature) it may 


be of no ſmall Uſe and Importance, to know and 


affirm, that the conſtituent Humours of theſe Kind of 
Fevers are of a very ſtimulating, irritating Nature. 


And hence, 1. That they will neceſſarily ſtir up pre- 


ternaturaF and violent Agitations, Rarefactions, and 
Ferments, in the animal Fluids. 2. That they will 
increaſe the Aus, or vibrativeForce, of all the Yaftic 
Solids ;, eſpecially the arterial Veſſels, and nervous Fi- 
bres. 3. That they will ſtimulate, irritate and vel- 
licate the Nerves themſelves. 4. That they will tranſ- 


poſe and confuſe the natural Order and Cfconomy of 


the animal Spirits, and ſo produce Faintneſs, Syncope*s, 
Deliquia, &c. and, in one word, throw the whole 
animal Frame into Confuſion. | 

I have already obſerved, that the conſtituent morbid 
Hbinowrs that ſubtend malignant Fevers, are ſome- 
times generated, or gradually formed, in the Blood, 
independent of any extrinſic Cauſe. At other times, 
again, they are imbibed from an infected Air, or re- 


ccived from a ppĩſonous Soil (as is the State of the - 


Lake, oni in a. higher and more exalted: Degree, in 


the : 
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the Commencement of all peſtilential Feyers and 


Plagues). 
When the Primordia,” or original Seeds of theſe 


| Fevers, are imbib'd from the Air, it muſt either be 


in the Act of Inſpiration, or elſe by the Pores of the 
Skin. But when they reſult to us from a poiſonous 
Soil, we doubtleſs receive them with our Food, eſpe- 
cially the vegetable Part of it. 

_ *Tis very wonderful, and even ſtupendous; to con- 


ſider, that a venomous Miaſm, or Vapour, (the whole of 


which, could it be collected, condenſed, and weighed, 
would not amount to half: a Grain, perhaps) when 
tranſmitred into the Blood of an Animal, ſhould be 
capable of producing ſuch diſmal and fatal Effects. 


And if this is ſometimes the State of the Caſe, which, 
'Tthink, is a Truth too obvious to be denied; it may 


ſerye, in great meaſure, to put an End {by throwing 


it intirely out of Doors, I mean) to that confuſed, 


myſterious Controverſy, that has ſo long ſubſiſted, 
and been ſo warmly debated, concerning Acids and 
 Alkalies : And likewiſe concerning Salts, whether they 
be the nitrous, the nitro aerial, the nitro-aerial ſulpbu- 
reous, with many other unintelligible, confuſed Di- 
ſtinctions, that the Adepts in Chymiſtry have intro- 


duced z which ſome ſyſtematic Writers charge with 


being the chief Authors of Diſeaſes. 


Bur undoubtedly, the ſuppoſed Miaſin, or poiſonous 


Euvia, when impreſs'd on the animal Fluids, do 
' firſt contaminate and pervert the whole Maſs, at leaſt 
the ſerous Part of it (for that is moſt ſuſceptible of 
Alteration and Depra vation); and by that means 


change it into their own ſpecific Nature and Eſſence. 
This is ſo far from a Thing impoſſible, that *cis very 


reaſonable to ſuppoſe. And to give further Strength 


and Weight to this Conjecture, we need only conſider 


the Nature, Propagation, and Progreſſion of Fire 
and Ferments. Theſe Things (or rather let me call 
"them Modes and 3 Things) may be mul- 


|. tiplied | 
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tiplied and extended ad infinitum ; for ſo long as they 


meet with a ſuitable Pabulum, they will act upon every 
thing they approach to, or mix with, ſo as to convert 
it into their own Natures, and afimilate it to chem- 


ſelves. 


T he Salts in animal Blood are, abet, ſubſect to 
Changes and Depravations, with regard both to their 
Figure and Bulk, in common with the other conſti- 
tuent Parts of the complex Fluid. But why they 
ſnould be tortured and loaded with ſo many hard, 
unintelligible Names, I cannot ſee a Reaſon. 
Tis moſt certain, Salts can never loſe their Na- 
ture, as Salts; but then they may be alter'd and 
chang'd, in Figure, Magnitude, and Taſte; and 
thus from a benign, wholſome, inoffenſive Taſte, 
may acquire a predominant Acidity or Acrimony : 
And ſuch Salts as would impart a piquant, acrimonious 
Reliſh to the Palate, if applied to it, will undoubt- 
edly, when flowing with the Blood in the Veſſels, 


excite preternatural Ferments and Perturbations in 


the Fluids, and an exorbitant Ni/us, or Vibration of 
the Solids. But beſides this ſuppoſed diſtemper'd 
State of the Solids and Fluids, Obſtructions in Fa 


capillary Arteries, and the lymphatic Glands, are 


generally ſuperinduc'd. Hence the lymphatic Glands, 
and the evaneſcent Arteries, will be render'd in a State 
of comparative Inanition; and thence again the Dif- 
tentions and Vibrations of the leading Arteries will 
be yet more increaſed. 

I would willingly come as near to the Truch as poſ⸗ 


ſidle, in explaining the true Nature and Eſſence of 


theſe Fevers; which leads me to be more than ordi- 
nary copious, in treating this Part of the Subject. 


For could we arrive at any probable Certainty in 
curing this Sort of Fever, and ſome others which 
approach to the peſtilential Kind, we ſhould, by that 
means, procure a great Benefit and Conſolation to 
our Fellow - creatures. And certainly theſe happy

ymptom or other, except the general and particular 


Intentions happen to correſpond and coincide. 
But before we form our Scheme for promoting a 


Criſis, we ſhould watch Nature very attentively, and

End; for *tis always our Buſineſs, and our Duty, to 
aſſiſt Nature in her Endeavours, and not to thwart 
and contradict her, or, in other Words, to countera&t 
her. Ex. g#. If Eruptions of any kind whatever ap- 
pear in the Skin, it would be dangerous to ſuppreſs 
or check them. If kind Breathing-ſweats preſent, it 


would be prepoſterous to endeavour the Promotion of 


Stools or Urine. So, on the other hand, if a mild, 
gentle Diarrbea comes on, either critically or acct- 


dentally; or a copious Diſcharge of Urine, accom- 


panied with a ſenſible Diminution of the febrile Sym- 


ptoms ; it would, in ſuch Circumſtances, be highly 
unadviſeable to endeavour at any other Secretion, _ 
It would be impoſſible to lay down any one abſo- 
lute, general Rule or Method, tor the Cure of all Sorts 


and Degrees of malignant Fevers, becauſe they vary 
in their Symptoms and Circumſtances, in different 


Subjects. I will therefore, firſt, ſuppoſe a particular 


Caſe, and ſuch as correſponds with the moſt common 


and ordinary Circumſtances of this Fever. Secondly, 
I vill calculate and adapt the general Method I lay 
down, to that particular Caſe. Afterwards, I will

But when it has continued 
thus long, he reſolves with himſelf, that the Fever is 
continual, and of the malignant Kind, As the Pa- 
roxyſms of Intermittents feldomor hever exceed twelve 
or fourteen Hours; before they terminate in a Sweat, 
which is the Criſis of the Paroxyſm, and conſequently 
when theſe profuſe Seats come on, 'the Pains, De- 


liria, and other Symptoms, go off hence it ap- 


pears, that the Paroxyſms of ſevere Intermittents do, 
for the Time of their Duration, nearly reſemble ma- 


lignant Fevers, as to their Symptoms, though not 


as to their Eſſence; except in prima facie only, and 
to the injudicious Obſerver.

will always ſtimulate, irritate, and vellicate, in pro- 
portion to their reſpective Natures, Sc. And hence 
thoſe exorbitant Ferments, Rarefactions, and Ebul- 


|  litions in the Blood: Hence that inordinate Vibra- 


tion in the arterial Veſſels, which is manifeſt by the 
Pulſe of Malignants, eſpecially in the firſt State of 
the Fever, 'before the animal Spirits, and the whole 
natural Forces, are extenuated. From thence like- 
wiſe Deliriums, and violent, lancing Pains in the 
Head, Loins, and Limbs. A Portion of thoſe Hu- 
© mours being protruded upon the inner Surface of 
the Body, and ſtagnating in the Capillariesand Glands 
of the alimentary Duct, cauſe all thoſe diſmal Sym- 
ptoms we ſometimes witneſs in this Fever: Hence the 
Tormina veniris, or burning Pains in the Guts, at- 
tended ſometimes with: Diarrbæa s, and ſometimes 
with a ſtubborn Conſtipation: Thence thoſe burning 
Hears at the Stomach, Sickneſs, Nauſca“s, and Vo- 
miting. The ſame Humours, partly diſpenſed upon 
the Heart, cauſe Palpitations, Faintneſſes, Syncope's, 
Cardialgias, & The like Humours ſeizing on, and 
obſtructing in the finer Veſſels and Glands of the 
Tongue, Fauces, and Throat, cauſe that inſupport- 
able Thirſt, Dryneſs, and Farchedneſs of the Tongue, 
Sc. that Furredneſs of the Mouth, and theill- ſavour'd 
_ or Stench in the Breath. Theſe ſame Humours, 
proportion as they ſtimulate, irritate and, vellicate 
the nervous Fibres and Membranes, (cauſe Spaſms, 
Subfultns's, &c.

Theſe Things being premiſed, we are to ſet about 
the great Work of promoting an eaſy, ſpeedy, and 
ſalutary Criſis; eſpecially if no extraordinary Sym- 


ptoms intervene, of ſuch Importance, as to demand 


our more immediate Care and Attention. 
This great Work (however) is not to be hurried 
on precipitately : For ( ſays Hippocrates) Concocta, non 


cruda, ſunt excernenda. By this Expreſſion Hippocrates 


meant, doubtleſs, in genera] Terms, that the mor- 
bific Matter ſhould be prepared and fitted for ſome 
Secretion (whether by Stool, Urine, Sweat, or cuta- 
neous Eruptions) before any actual Arrempr 1 is made 
to ſecrete it. | 

The morbid en may bs prepared 1157 fitted 


for this Purpoſe, various ways; viz. either by alter- 


= ing their Figures, dividing and comminuting their 
Subſtances, breaking their mutual Coheſion, and de- 


. their. intimate Union with the Blood ; or, 


laſtly, 
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laſtly, by promoting and perfe&ing their Digeſtion 
and Concoction. D | yu 


When any one of theſe Changes or Alterations 
is wrought upon the conſtituent, morbid Humours of 
a Fever, the Diſeaſe will be greatly aſſwaged, if not 
intirely . reſolved and cured : For, firſt, altering or 
changing the very Figure of their minute, conſtituent 
Parts, will probably diveſt them of their Sting, and 


ſo render them offenceleſs to the Conſtitution. Se- 
condly, diſſolving, breaking and deſtroying their 
mutual Coheſion, and their cloſe Union with the. 
Blood, will not only enervate and weaken their 


Force; but will likewiſe prepare and diſpoſe them 


for ſome Secretion.” Thirdly, The Diviſion of their 


Subſtances, and the Comminution of their conſtituent 
Parts, will tend to, and fit them for, the ſame Pur- 
poſes. Fourthly, The perfecting their Digeſtion and 


Concoction, will intirely diſarm them; ſo that, 


ſhould they afterwards remain fluctuating in the 


Blood, they would be incapable of offending mate- 
rially, at leaſt, in a febrile Senſe. We ſhould, how- 


ever, in _ proſecuting this great and principal End, 
have ſtrict Regard to the particular Symptoms that 


may preſent: We ſhould have the Fever always in 


our Eye; which we muſt endeavour to manage to 
the beſt Advantage; that is, by curbing and reſtrain- 


Ing it, when too luxuriant and raging z and railing 
it, when at too low an Ebb; and this latter more 


eſpecially, when cutaneous Eruptions appear: In a 
Word, at the ſame time that we are levelling our 
utmoſt Efforts to ſap and extirpate its Cauſe, we 


mult not neglect or diſregard its Effects or Sym- 


ptoms. CELLS 0 EF 

The Phyſicians of the preſent Time are greatly 
divided in their Opinions, concerning the Buſineſs of 
Sweating in theſe Fe vers. Some applaud it highly, and 
preſcribe it indiſcriminately, not only in all Fevers, 


but in all Circumſtances of Fevers; whilſt others ex- 
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plode and condemn it as generally bad, and ſtigmatize | 
it as a Practice only becoming Midwives and Nurſes, 

The Combatants on both Sides are alike prepoſterous 
Syſtemarians, and are (in my humble Opinion) both 


much in the Wrong. I think it is pretty plain, that 
they are each governed more by Whimſy and Ca- 
price, than influenced by Reaſon : However, I ſhall 
| ham theſe Gentlemen to battle it by themſelves, and 
ſhall proceed to deliver my own Sentiments upon this 
Article. 
J muſt (in the general) ingenuouſly, confeſs. myſelf 
a Votary (though a very modeſt, diſpaſſionate one) 
for the Buſineſs of Sweating in Fevers, as well as in 


various other Diſtempers, incaſe no Symptoms or Cir- 


cumſtances are preſent to contra- indicate. Moreover, 


1 apprehend, and indeed cannot help thinking, that 


when or whereſoever the capillary Arteries and Lym- 


phatics are obſtructed in Fevers; and more eſpecially 
when cutaneous Eruptions appear, ſudorific Medi- 
cines, if well calculated, and adapted to the Caſe in 
queſtion, are the moſt proper and effectual Method to 
bring about a happy and ſpeedy Cure. 
what (perhaps) is not always duly conſidered and 
weighed; and I really believe, as Sudorifics are (by 
ſome amongſt us) promiſcuouſly, irrationally, and 
injudiciouſly applied, upon almoſt all Occaſions; ſo 
they muſt often prove ee, and ſometimes 
( perhaps ) deſtructive. 
It ought to be obſerved by Practitioners, that the 
Legend, or Catalogue of Sudorific Medicines, is very 
copious ; and of all the Individuals, perhaps not ſo 
much as one is abſolutely, but only relatively good, 
as directed and applied to ſome one or more particular 
Caſes. - This being granted, which I think cannot 
be denied, it neceſſarily follows, that amongſt the 


numerous Tribe of ſudorific Medicines, many of them 


muſt be indifferent, and ſome, perhaps, really 1M-

and concoct the morbific Matter, they will be fo far 
from curing, or even leſſening the Diſorder, that they 
will (on the contrary) augment or increaſe it. But 


nevertheleſs, when Medicines of this Tendency are 


well conſtituted, and judiciouſly applied; they are 
not- only allowable, but are likewiſe very convenient, 
proper, and uſeful : And the Method I ſhall recom- 
mend in this Viw, is as follows; viz.

Each of the above Methods i is ee to pro- 
mote kind, gentle, breathing Sweats, without cauſing

iwage the Violence of their Irritation. 


The firſt Proceſs or Preſcription is the ſofteſt : The 


ſecond is the more powerful Alterativez and the 
third, the ſtron geſt Alexipharmic and Sudorific. 
The firſt Mechod is ſuited to favour and promote 
a Criſis, either by Sweat or Urine ; but will unite 
its Forces, and join with Nature, in favouring the 
articular Secretion ſhe is moſt inclined to, whatever 
it may be. The ſecond Proceſs is more particularly 
calculated to break, divide, and comminute the pec- 
cant Humours ; to promote an eaſy Perſpiration, and 
to diſcharge the Humours ſo prepared by Secretion. 
The third and laſt Method is more particularly and 
expreſly ſudorific and alexipharmic : It is calculated 
to drive the Malignity from the Heart, (as the vulgar 
Expreſſion is) and may either bring on ſome, cuta- 
neous Eruption, or choourage and -promoce mh if 
| already begun. |

This laſt Method will be more eſpecially applicable 
and uſeful, as the Diſeaſe draws towards a Criſis; 
when the Pulſe becomes low, and the Spirits weak 
and languid: For *tis then that Nature chiefly de- 
mands to be reinforced and ſtrengthened by cordial, | 
alexipharmic Medicines. 

Bliſtering is always proper, and to be adviſed, not 


only in all forts of malignant Fevers, but in all Cir- 


cumſtances of them whatever. (the Petechie and 
bloody Urine apart); though the Ferment and Ebul- 


lition of the Blood be ever ſo luxuriant and raging. 
| Reaſon, I think, plainly dictates this, and all Expe- 


rience confirms it: For, firſt, Bliſtering either de- 
fends the Brain and nervous Syſtem, from Aſſaults of 


the Diſeaſe; or moſt powerfully and ſpeedily relieves 
them, when already attack d by it: They make the 


ſtrongeſt Revulſion, and the moſt powerful Deriya- 


tion, as well from the Heart, Inteſtines, and other 
Viſcera in general, as from the Brain in particular. 


It may ſeem (perhaps) to Perſons who cannot pe- 
netrate below the Surfaces of Things, and who only 


ſee and judge of them in prima facie, that Bliſters 
muſt be improper, where the Ferment and Ebullition 


of the Blood run very high, becauſe they manifeſtly 
irritate. and enhance the Motion and Action of the 


Fluids, which were abundantly too violent already: 
But then it is to be conſidered, that theſe Actions or 


Effects of Bliſters are but momentary, or at moſt but 


of ſhort Duration; whilit (even at that Inſtant) they 


are ſapping the Foundation of the Diſeaſe, by reſoly- 
ing the viſcid Serum; by breaking, dividing, and 
comminuting the compadted Salts, or other Sub- 
ſtances that conſtitute the Matter of the Diſeaſe 3 by 
forcing the obſtructed Capillaries and Lymphatics; 
by opening the Door to a free and legitimate Circu- 


lation, and by promoting the Secretion, and an Outlet 


to the morbific Matter, by the excretory Pores of the 
Skin: But, though Bliſters are avowedly, proper and 


good 
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good in all Fevers, and in almoſt all Circumſtances 
of Fevers; yet are they more particularly and emi- 
nently ſo, for all Affections of the Brain and 
Nerves, whether they be Deliriums, Coma's, Stupors, 
Sopors, Subſultuss, Tremors, Spaſms, or Convulſions; 
and under theſe Circumſtances therefore they ought 
to be applied in great Plenty; as for Example, to 
the Head, Neck, Arms, Wriſts, Legs, Thighs, Sc. 
To conclude upon this Article; 'tis a Thing beyond 


Diſpute, that great Numbers of Perſons have been 


reſcued from impending Fate, by means of Bliſters. 


What 1 have urged concerning the collateral and 
les ſenſible Properties of Bliſters, may very aptly 


be brought in parallel with what I have advanced 


concerning Sudorifics, and. will ſufficiently juſtify 


my Theory upon that Article: For it is plain and 
evident, next to Demonſtration, that if Bliſters were 


not endued with the Virtues, Properties, and Powers 


I have aſcribed to them, they muſt be diametrically 
oppoſite to, and groſly bad for, all ſorts of Fevers, 
except thoſe upon the Spirits, and what are com- 


monly called Slow Fevers. 
Sometimes higher Cordials, and ſrronget Alexiphar- 


mics, than any of thoſe above-deſcribed, may be 


required; as when the Pulſe is extremely low, and 


the Spirits very languid; when an Eruption appears, 
but does not advance kindly; when the Heart is 
much oppreſs'd, and begirt with diſmal Pains ; the 
Stomach affected with Sickneſs, Heavineſs, Loath-

PHESE Fevers are yet of the malignant Kind, 


and might very juſtly have been comprehended 


in that Chapter: But as they have their own pro- 
per and diſtin&t Appearances; ſo they have obtained 


particular Denominations. 


The Miliary Fever (which is ſo diſtinguiſh'd. 
from the Reſemblance its Puſtles bear to the Semen 


Milii) is the mildeſt of the malignant Claſs ; but the 
Spotted expreſſes the moſt exalted Malignity and 


Acrimony of Humours, of any amongſt this Tribe 


of Fevers, or on this Side the peſtilential. | 
The Miliary Fever is ſeldom or never infectious, 
though ſometimes epidemical ; ; the Spotted Fever is 


frequently epidemical ; and 'tis generally thought 


| FANG. I will not preſume to 0 en with what Juſtice)

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to be contagious. When Phyſicians, Nurſes, and 


others who attend the Sick of this Diſeaſe, eſcape 


catching it, they have good Reaſon (one would think) 


to conclude it is not infectious. And though ſome 
few in the ſame Houſe, or who frequent the Chamber 


of the Sick, are ſeized with the ſame Diſeaſe, ?tis not 


therefore to be ſaid that they caught the Fever; but 


rather that they fell ill of the ſame Fever, from the 
ſame common Cauſe ; viz. a polluted, vitiated Air 
or Soil, and a Habit of Body diſpoſed for Infection; 
or diſpoſed to receive and improve their noxious, 
poiſonous Impregnations: Nor can it be abſolutely 
decreed, (on the other hand) that the ſuppoſed Per- 
ſons did not catch or receive the Diſeaſe from the 
Sick, though others, equally converſant with them, 


did not; becauſe 'tis well known that all Perſons are 


not equally ſuſceptible to receive the ſame Infection, 
under the ſame Circumſtances and Situation. 

Theſe two Species of Fevers, with their e 
Appearances, are ſo well known to every Perſon 
converſant in the Practice of Medicine, that it is need- 
lels to deſcribe their Symptoms here. 

I ſhall firſt ſpeak of the Miliary Fever : For the . 
Cauſes of this Fever, whether the antecedent, or the 
mediate, (in which its Eſſence is comprehended) or 
the immediate, I ſhall refer to what has been already 
faid, concerning common Malignants. 

The grand Intention of Cure in this Fever is, to 
move the morbific Matter from the Centre to the 
Circumference of the Body; or (in other Words) to 
encourage and promote the cutaneous Eruption, and 
expel the Humours that way: But then, this ſnould 
always be endeavour'd and accompliſh'd. by ſuch 
Methods and Means as are moſt eaſy and amicable 
to the Conſtitution : In this View, ſuch Medicines as 


are directed to promote the Expulſion and Diſcharge 


of the morbific Matter by the Glands -of the Skin, 
(NS in the "OP of Sweats, or —— — 
ikewiſe 
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likewiſe be endued (at the ſame time) with a Pro- 


perty and Power, either to alter and correct, atte- 


mate and reſolve, digeſt and concoct, or to divide 


and comminute the ſame morbid Humours : For 
otherwiſe, as all Medicines given with Deſign to 


promote theſe Diſcharges, will neceſſarily increaſe the 


Action and Impetus of the Fluids, upon the conical 


Sides of the arterial Veſſels; fo they will increaſe 


every Symptom of the Fever, by augmenting the 
Niſus, or vibrative Force of the Veſſels; except (as 
above-obſerved) they are equally calculated to alter 
and meliorate the morbid Humours at the fame time. 
To this End (Bleeding being premiſed, and an Eme- 
tic, if Symptoms indicate it) Cordials, with the 


warmer Diaphoretics or Sudorifics, are neceſſary ;

Tn. S Fever (as tis well known) IS Sr alle and 


diſtinguiſh'd, from the dark-red or purple Spots 
which appear upon the Surface of the Body. 
The concomitant Symptoms, indeed, are always 


numerous and direful enough : But however, the more 


multiform 
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multiform and ſevere theſe are, the more dangerous 
always, and more difficult the Caſe. 
The Phyſician's utmoſt Addreſs, Care, and Arten- 


tion, are always required in this Sort of Fever; but 


more eſpecially where the Number and Degree of the 
Symptoms expreſs the highelt Malignity. 


The dark-red or purple Spots alone, are ſufficient 


to teſtify a very great Acrimony of Humours, and a 
very exalted Ferment of the Blood; even though the 

other Symptoms (which are rarely wanting to confirm 
it) were out of the queſtion. 

The whole Legend of Symptoms incident to ma- 
lignant Fevers in general, do ſometimes, and that not 
rarely, happen to this particular Species of them: 
Hence it ſhould ſeem, that the Intentions of Cure, 
and the Inſtruments or Medicines where with to execute 
them, will be in a great meaſure the ſame as deſcribed 


in that Chapter; to which, therefore, I refer for the 


general Methods of Cure in this Fever. But whereas 
in this Fever there appears a more exalted Acrimony 


of Humours, and a more exorbitant Ferment and 


Ebullition, than in common Malignants ; ſo we muſt, 
on the one hand, have recourſe to more powerful 
Obtundents, to blunt and prevent their violent Irrita- 
tion; and (on the other) ro ſuch Things as may 
. condenſe and repreſs the exorbitant, preternatural 
Ferments, Se. 

Furthermore, tho' the Intentions of Cure in this 
Sort of Fever bear ſo near an Analogy with thoſe 


deſcribed in common Malignants; yet it may be at 


leaſt a pardonable Tautology, if I recite them again 
here. The Intentions, then, are, (in general Terms} 
to prepare and eliminate the morbific Matter; that is, 
firſt, either to alter and correct, attenuate and reſolve, 
break, divide, and comminute z or digeſt, concoct, 
and maturate, and afterwards to expel and diſcharge 
| them. Bur whilſt we are proſecuting theſe neceſſary 
TE and Deſigns, we mult no: be unattentive to the 


State 
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State of the Fever, which we muſt endeavour to keep | 
within is due Bounds, by interſperſing ſuch Medi- 


eines as may ſerve, 1/t, To check and repreſs the 
inordinate Ferment and Ebullition of the Blood; 


and, 2dly, by ſheathing and obtunding the acrimo- 


nious Humours, leflen their inteſtine Irritation, and 
the Violence of their Action upon the Solids : And by 
2 Judicious Purſuit of theſe Views, all Affections of 
the Brain, and other vital Parts, will be in a propor- 
tional Degree either prevented, or leſſened. And 
thus a very ſalutary Caveat may be enter'd againſt 
the more grievous and dangerous Symptoms. 


It may appear, perhaps, upon a ſuperficial In- 


quiry, that Blifters applied outwardly, and warm 


diaphoretic or ſudorific Medicines given inwardly, 
will rather increaſe than leſſen the Ebullition of the 
Blood, and conſequently enhance every Symptom of 


the Fever: But if we only make a fair and impartiat 
Appeal to our Obſervations on the Cure of this Fe- 
ver, we ſhall certainly find, that ſuch or ſuch-like 
Methods, interſpers*'d with ſuitable Obtundents, and 
aſſiſted plentifully with Piluents, have proved the 
moſt ſucceſsful. 


*T is undeniable, indeed, that the firſt Action or 


Effect of Bliſters is ſtimulating; and that of warm 


gudorjfics. irritating; But then, theſe Qualities or 
Properties (which would ſeem diametrically oppoſite 


to the plain Buſineſs and Deſign pf curjng a Fever) 
may, and indeed (as I have already obſerv'd) cer- 


| kainly ought. to be. aſſociated with other Virtues, _ 
Poyers, and Properties, that make ample Amends 


ford e 
All Experience teſtißes, that Bliſters make: a power- 


ful Revulſion and Derivation from the Brain, and 


other noble Parts, when oppreſs'd, or otherwiſe af- 
fected in Fevers. And beſides theſe Advantages, it 


is pretty plain to me, (from the Dictates of Exper 
rience I mean, as well as. Reaſon) that they act wich 
N I, - | ; Leaf 
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great Force and Efficacy, in attenuating, reſolving, 
dividing, and comminuting the morbid Humours; 
ſo that they may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to profit 
upon more Accounts than barely Revulſion and De- 
rivation. 3 . 

I ſhall hereafter have further Occaſion to ſpeak of 
them ; particularly to ſer forth their ſingular and ad- 
mirable Uſe, in promoting the Separation of the 
morbific Matter from the Blood, 1n the Caſe of the 
Small-pox ; and bringing on the Eruption, even when 
it had proved unattainable by all other Means what- 


ever. And hence it appears, that they moſt power- 


fully break and deſtroy the Coheſion, or intimate 
Union, of the morbific Matter with the Blood. 
It muſt be confeſs'd, however, that I have ſeen 
and well remark*d numerous Inſtances, where Bliſters, 
(to their great Diſparagement, ſome may ſay) whilſt 


operating, have ſuſpended a Sediment in the Urine | 
of a febrile Patient; and from a turbid State have ren- 


der'd it clear and amber-colour'd : But then, it has 
as certainly been followed by a much more notable 
and laudable Separation and Sediment, in the Space 
of twelve, or at moſt twenty-four Hours after they 
were taken off, = | 8 
The Reaſon or Cauſe of this temporary Suſpenſion 
of the Separation and Sediment in Urine, under the 
immediate Operation of Bliſters, appears, in my Opi- 
nion, very plain, and I preſume is as follows; viz, 
Bliſters, by their violent Stimulus, greatly enhance 
and augment the Action and Velocity of the Blood; 
and at the ſame time, by ſome other peculiar Virtues 
and Properties inherent in them, (which by the way 
are not too occult and myſtical to admit of account- 
ing ſor) they attenuate and reſolve all the conſtituent 
Parts of the complex Fluid, as well the heterogeneous 
as the homogeneous. What then will be the neceſlary 
Conſequence of theſe primary Effects of Bliſters? 
Why, the Blood will reſorb and reclaim the morbid 
ES 4A a Humours, 
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Humours, which had begun to ſeparate and detach 


th:mſelves from it; and they will be ſo intimately 
mixed and blended together by this increaſed Action 


and Collifion, as to appear one uniform, tranſparent 
Fluid, pro tempore: But ſo ſoon as this Stimulus is 
removed, and the borrowed Action of the Blood re- 
cedes again; the morbid Hymours detach themſelves 


from it afreſh, and ſhew themſelves in the Urine, in 


2 more Feen maturated, and concocted State. But 
beſides this, another Reaſon may yet be aſſigned for 
this temporary Suſpenſion of the Sediment in the 
Urine; that is, Bliſters (by their $/imulus) may con- 
tract and conſtipate the Glands of the Kidneys to ſo 
great a Degree, that they can admit nothing but the 

clear Lotium or Urine to paſs through them. But, 
however, the firſt Cauſe aligned 1 is the true one, as I 


judge. 


All diaphoretic, ſudorific, and alexipharmac Me- | 


dicines jrritate (as I have already obſerv*d) both So- 


lids and Fluids; and conſequently would greatly 


augment the Fever, if they were not endued with 


ſome other Virtues and Properties which counterba- 
lance that; or at leaſt, if they are not accompanied 
with ſuch Diluents and Obtundents as may ſheath 
and take off from the Exertion and Perception of it. 
But when Medicines of this Tendency are well calcu- 
lated and adapted to the Nature of the Diſeaſe, or 
rather of the morbid Humours that ſubtend it, they 


will neceſſarily either alter and correct, attenuate and 
reſolve, divide and comminute; or digeſt, maturate, 


and concoct, the peccant Humours at the ſame time ; 
ſo that the Cure of the Diſeaſe (and not the Diſeaſe 


itſelf) may be very happily advanced by them; or at 


leaſt, it very often is ſo. 

It is unneceſſary to attempt defining the Nature of 
each Symptom incident to this Fever, and to explain 
by what Mechaniſm they are produced, as I have 


been ehr copious upon that Head, in the Chapter 
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of common Malignants. Therefore I ſhall proceed 
to ſuperadd ſomething concerning the Methods of 
Cure, to be uſed in this particular Fever, | 
Firſt of all, take away a good Quantity of Blood, 
VIZ. Oz. XV. or xx. according to the Age, Strength 


and Temperament of the Patient. And two or three

Water, oz. iv. Syrup of Elder, and of the Five opening Roots, 
of each oz. j ſs.

If any Gentleman of the Faculty ſhould be ſo un- 
3 prejudic'd and prepoſſeſs'd againſt the 
Uſe of warm, ſudorific Medicines, in theſe Fevers, 
as blindly and abſolutely to reject the Methods above- 
deſcribed, I would give ſome Indulgence to an in- 
vincible Superſtition in that Caſe (provided the ill 
Habit does not reſult more from a Spirit of Obſtinacy 
and Oppoſition, than real Opinion); and therefore 
recommend the following Method to their Approba-

Bliſters ought to be applied in great Plenty, during | 
the Uſe of ſuch a Proctſs, for fear of condenſing and 
fixing the Humours over-much. And, upon thar 
Suppoſition, two Ounces of Tamarinds may be boil'd 


in the Decoction for the Emulſion. \ 


I muſt confeſs, (for my own part) I never expe- 
rienc'd ſuch a Method, in Caſes of this Nature: Nor 
ſhould I have the Courage to put it in Practice, except 
convinced of its Uſefulneſs, Safety, and good Succeſs, 


upon very good Authority; that is, the Reports of 


Phyſicians of good Credit, who had already made 
frequent Trials of it, upon. the like Occaſions. The 
Method, however, may be ſupported by ſome Sort 
of Arguments. And ſince I have mention'd it, it 
may be expected I ſhould produce what I have to offer 
in its Vindication : Which take as follows. The 
Cream of Tartar, and Conſerve of Woad-ſorrel, ſerve to 
cool and condenſe ; z and by that means may repreſs the 
| « Ma violent 
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violent Ebullition of the Blood; and lefleh the Action 


and Impetus of the morbid Humours upon the Solids: 
The Lac Sulphur. and Antibect. Poterii, to alter and 


correct, or to reſolve, divide, and comminute: The 


Amber to abſorb, and the Campbor to obtund and 


ſheath. And, to this laſt Purpoſe, (as well as the 
firſt) the Emulſion will aſſiſt a good deal. 

This Method might be of great Ule, perhaps, in 

ſome Circumſtances of the confluent Small- Pox; eſpe- 

cially where the Petechie, or Maculæ nigre, and 

bloody Urine, appear. Nor, indeed, do! abſolutely 

give up the Point, concerning its Uſe and Benefit in 


the Cure of this Fever ; though I give the Preference 


to the oppoſite Method. 


Camphor was brought into play (as applicable in 


theſe, and ſuch- like Caſes) of late Years, and is now 


very much in Vogue. It is certainly a very nauſeous 
and inflaming Medicine; but then it is a powerful 


Obtundent and Sudorific. However, for the Uſe or 


Diſuſe of it upon theſe Occaſions, I muſt chiefly ap- 


peal to, and rely upon, the Experience and Reports 


of others. 


I have found Juleps of Salt of — either 
wich Juice of Lemons, or Rheniſh Wine, to be of 
great Uſe and Benefit in this Sort of Fever; and, in- 
deed, in many others. The Salt is, by theſe Means 


or Mixtures, neutraliz'd. It acts as a Sudorific, in 

a very mild, benign manner, without that irritating 
Quality which is peculiar to moſt other Sudorifics. 
Beſides that, it is of great Uſe in another Senſe : And 
this is, by breaking or diſſolving the Coheſion and 
nion of the morbific Matter with the Blood. This 
fame is a cardinal Point: And it may always be de- 
Fake on, whenever that End is duly obtain d: the

CHAP, 
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C.H A. Þ.:; ME 
Of the PLAGUE, or Peſtilential Fevers. 


HE Plague, or peſtilential Fever, (on account 

| of the ſwift, wide, and almoſt irreſiſtible De- 
ſtruction it carries with it) impreſſes greater Terror 
on the human Mind, than all the reſt of the Diſeaſes 
to which we are incident. It is recogniz'd, in our 
moſt excellent and holy Litany, as one of the four 


capital Evils to which Mankind is ſubject. Since 


then it is, in its preſent apparent Nature, ſo dreadful 
and fatal; and that all Climates, Countries, and States, 
are (in a comparative Senſe) liable to be viſited with 
itz I think it highly behoves Phyſicians (not only 
one or two of them, but the whole Faculty in general) 
to employ their utmoſt Attention and Endeavours, 
in order to find out, digeſt, and compile a Set of Re- 
medies, or certain Formulz, which may (in ſome 
meaſure at leaſt) be adequate to the Virulency and 
Fury of this Diſeaſe. And how great a Conſolation 


and Happineſs would it be to Mankind, (eſpecially 
| to the Inhabitants of ſuch Countries as are molt fre- 
quently viſited with it) could we diſcover an Antidote 


to this deſtroying Poiſon! By an Antidote I would 


not be ſuppos'd to mean an abſolute and infallible 
Cure (no! Phyſicians have not yet arrived to that 
Point, even in Fevers, which are much milder in their 


Nature); but only ſome Means and Methods, that 


may more generally and probably avail, than any of 


thoſe Methods and Medicines that are hitherto known, 
or at leaſt publiſh'd and practis cc. Wo 
It may (perhaps) be a Matter of Queſtion, whe- 
ther the Fatality of this Diſeaſe, and the almoſt in- 
ſuperable Difficulty Phyſicians meet with in their At- 
tempts to cure it, reſult ſo much from the real Obſti- 
e . wer 
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nacy and Invincibility of the Diſeaſe itſelf, as from 


the Weaknels and Inefficacy of the Remedies generally 
made ute of, and the ill Judgment employ'd in the 
directing of them. If I am right in my Conjectures, 
or rather in the Doubts I form upon this Head; we 
may modeſtly hope (in time) to make ſome more 
uſeful and beneficial Diſcoveries. But however it may 
be as to that, I think we cannot well under-do' the 


Labours of thoſe who have gone before us; whether 


we re ſpect their ſpeculative Syſtems, or practical 
Methods they have laid down, for the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe. 


I hall not concern myſelf i in the leaſt in the Diſpute, 
whether this Diſeaſe is infectious and contagious, or 


not; nor (if ſo) by what Means; and through what 


Medium, it is communicated from one Perſon to an- 


other; as, forExam ple, whether the poiſonous Miaſms, 
or £fiiuviums, are received into the Lungs by the Act 
of Inſpiration, or are immediately tranſmitted to the 


Blood through the Pores of the Skin : Nor yet ſhall 


I give myſelf the Trouble to inquire, whether it is 
carried and conveyed from bne Place or Country to 


another very remote from it, in Goods, Merchan- 


dize, &c, No; theſe Things would be foreign to 
my Defign : And therefore I refer ſuch as want to be 


well-inform'd in theſe Particulars, to the many Syſtems, - 


and controverſial Pieces, that have been publiſh'd upon 
that Head, where (perhaps) they may happen to be 
fully ſatisfied. Leaving therefore ſuch unneceſſary 
Inquiries to thoſe who have more Curioſity and Lei- 


8 ſure, I ſha]] proceed to deliver my Sentiments con- 
_ rerning the true Cauſes, Nature and Eſſence of the 


Plague, and the Merhods which (I Judge) will be 
moſt uſeful and effectual in its Cure. 
The Plague then (with reſpect to its Nature) | is 
a Fever, which is abundantly more complex, viru- 
lent, and fatal, than any other Kind of Fever what- 
ever. . 
A true 
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A true Plague, or peſtilential Fever, has always 


its own peculiar Characteriſtics, by which it is diſtin- 


guiſhed from other Fevers, and certainly known to 


de ſuch: Theſe are Buboes, Carbuncles, Swellings in 
the Parotides; &c. But (theſe Symptoms apart) the 


Intenſeneſs of the Fever, with other concomitant 
Symptoms, that ſpecify the higheſt Malignity, and 
the haſty Period it generally puts to the Life of the 
Sick, are often ſufficient to declare its Genus. 

Let us ſuppoſe (for Example) an epidemical Fever 


to break out in any City or Country; and to rage fu- 
riouſly; perhaps theſe ſingular Marks, or Characte- 


riſtics of the Plague, ſhall only appear in one half, 


or one quarter Part, of the Subjects that are ſeized - 


with it. But nevertheleſs, ſeeing many other Perſons 


are ſeized with a Fever (at a time, and in the midſt 


of ſo general a Calamity) reſembling the Plague, in 


all its other Symptoms, as well as in the haſty Period 


it puts to the Lives of the Diſeas'd, viz. in the Space 


of one, two, three, or four Days, at moſt, I believe 
no Phyſician (in that Caſe) will heſitate to pronounce; 
that ſuch Perſons died of the Plague. 


«+ Buboes, Carbuncles, and other external Swellings, | 


(where-ever they appear) are certain Tokens of Na- 


ture's kind Efforts. Theſe are infallibly critical, 
though not always a Criſis. On the other hand, 


many Perſons are deſtroyed by the Violence of the 
Diſtemper, and are hurried off, before Nature has had 
time to manifeſt ſuch her kind Intentions. In ſome, 
again, (who, perhaps, may ſtem the Torrent a little 
longer) the whole Conſtitution ſhall be in ſuch a Flame 


and Confuſion, that *ris out of the Power of Nature 
and Art to bring about a Separation, and conſequently. 
to exhibit thoſe Tokens (though, God knows, they _ 


are very precarious ones) of a happy Iſſue to the 
Diſeaſe, . 7 

The firſt and moſt remote Cauſe or Origin of this 
Diſeaſe mult certainly exiſt either in-the Air or Soil : 
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But, moſt probably, in the former. Hippocrates was 
of Opinion, that no Condition or State of the Air 


could produce a Plague or Peſtilence, but the hot 


and moiſt: And theſe (as I take it) conſtitute what 
we call the ſultry. Some Moderns (after Hippocrates's 
Example) fall into the ſame Opinion, and throw 


Southerly Winds into the Bargain : But ſurely ſuch 


a State of Air, if ſtagnant, and void of Motion, 


would be more apt to cauſe Plagues, and other epi- 


demical Diſeaſes, than if the ſame was put in Motion 


by any Wind whatever. However, I cannot reſt 
perfectly ſatisfied in this Definition; and therefore 


muſt appeal further, for ſome other Cauſe, to aſſiſt, 
at leaſt. | 4 

An Air that is capable of producing the Plague, 
(whatſoever it may be as to its Temperature) muſt 
certainly be impregnated, or imbrued, with ſome 
corrupt, putrid, or other noxious and poiſonous EHu- 
 viums: And it muſt neceſſarily derive theſe, either 
from the Soil and Waters originally; or elſe from 
the Stench of corrupted Cadavers, or of any other 
dead Bodies, whether of Animals or Inſects. 


The Air may, undoubtedly, receive very noxious 


and pernicious Impregnations from the Earth and 


Waters; for thoſe Elements are (in a comparative 


Degree) ſuſceptible of Corruptions, Putrefactions, and 
Diſtemperatures, as well as animal Bodies: Which 
latter are compoſed and formed (only of more abſ- 
tracted Parts) of themſelves z viz. of the mention'd 
Tiis notorious, that Cattle are ſometimes affected 
with an epidemical Diſeaſe, calPd the Murrain, (a 
Diſeaſe equal to a Plague amongſt the human Species) 
which ſweeps off great Numbers of them : And this 

maſt certainly reſult from the Soil they feed upon, or 


the Herbage that immediately proceeds from it; and, 


conſequently, mult partake of its ill Qualities, 
T4 But 
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as But this Argument, or Definition, may (perhaps) 
Iir be liable to Difficulties and Objections. It may be 
ot aſk'd, Why are not all the Cattle, that feed on the 
laat fame Paſture, or in the ſame Diſtrict, ſeiz'd in the 
s's ' fame Manner, and attended with the ſame Fate? 
WW Whereas, tis evident, ſome eſcape the Diſeaſe, whilſt 
ch the major Part of the Herd are languiſhing and dying 
n, round about them. To this it may be anſwer'd, 
Di- | That there is a Difference (perhaps) in the Conſtitu- 
on tions of Cattle, as well as in thoſe of the human Spe- 
eſt cies; and, conſequently, that the Fomes, or infectious 
Ire Matter, operates in thoſe where it meets with a-ſuit- 
li able Pabulum, and in others not. But I have yet 
another Argument to offer againſt any ſuch Objection:

his Theſe Gentlemen aſſure me, that, according to 
or their own Obſervation, as well as the common Teſti- 
nd, mony and Report of the Natives of the ſaid Places, 


the Plague is always preceded or accompanied with- 
theſe Circumſtances z viz. That on or about a certain ha 
But perks _ - 5 . , a k 25 ; A 8 _ $92 1 R Time 2 
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Time of the Year (the Month of February, for Ex- 


ample) the Wind generally blows from the South-eaſt, 
or South-ſourth-eaſt: That theſe Winds paſling over, 
and ſweeping the wide-extended Sands of Arabia De- 


ferta, bring exceſſive Heats upon the Country, and 


Places to Leeward of them: And, moreover, that 
fometimes they bring with them (from the Sands of 
Arabia) ſuch Clouds of Flies, Locuſts, and other Ver- 
min, as almoſt darken the Sky : That, moſt com- 
monly, theſe Flies, Sc. being (ſooner or later) over- 


come by the exceſſive Heat, fall down dead, in ſuch 
' Heaps as are ſcarce credible: That theſe prodigious 


Heaps of dead Flies, and other Vermin, ſoon cor- 
rupting and putrefying, emit a moſt terrible and 
noxious Stench.. And laſtly, it is ſuppoſed, or ra- 
ther concluded, that the Stench ariſing from theſe 


© corrupted Inſects, is the efficient Cauſe of the 


Plague. 


'T his Conjecture, or rather Aſſertion, has a good 


deal of Probability on its Side. But the Truth, or 
Reaſonableneſs of it will be yet further corroborated 
and manifeſted by the following Obſervations ; viz. 
I am told, and aſſured, that the Plague never (or, 
at moſt, but very ſeldom) happens, without the 
 above-mention'd Circumſtance preceding it. And 
I am further inform*d, that the Plague always diffuſes 
itfelf, and rages moſt violently, where thoſe Vermin 


fall in greateſt Abundance ; and in ſuch Parts of Ci- 


ties and Countries, as lie immediately to the Leeward 
of them. Nay, I am aſſured, that ſome Parts or 
Diſtricts of the ſame City ſhall be, in a comparative 
Senſe, free from the Plague, whilſt it rages furiouſly 
in others. 


From what has been ſaid I think it appears plain, : 


that the Stench, or corrupt Efiuviums, that ariſe from 


theſe Heaps of putrefied Vermin, are the true, ge- 


nuine Fomes, or Parents, of the Plague: That theſe 
act upon and infect the circumambient People, who 


lie 
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lie within the Sphere of their Activity: And more- 


over, that ſuch Perſons as lie to Leeward of them, 


though at a conſiderable Diſtance from them, are, 
notwithſtanding, liable to the Infection; becauſe the 


putrid Spray, or Effuviums, are wafted off, and car- 


ried down upon them, in the common Courſe of the 
Wind. Some few of the Gentlemen from whom I 


| borrow the above Account, ( though the major Part 
of them are of the oppoſite Opinion) do not incline 


to allow, that the Plague (as it exiſts in thoſe Parts) 
is ſo remarkably contagious, and communicative from 
one Perſon to another, as it appears, or is generally 
thought to be, in other Parts of the World; but they 


rather think and maintain, that ſuch a as are 
ſeized with it (generally ſpeaking) derive it from the 


ſame common and general Cauſe. 


This Account, concerning the Source or Origin of 
the Plagues that happen in Egypt, Turkey, &c. is a 


Digreſſion (indeed) that I ſhould ſcarce have indulgd 
myſelf in; only as it may ſerve, in ſome meaſure, 
to determine in the Controverſies which ſubſiſted ſome 


Years ago upon the ſame Subject. And, beſides, it 
may be of ſome Uſe, in forming our Notions con- 


cerning the true Source or Origin of Plagues, that 


happen in other Countries and Climates. 
The Cauſa media, or mediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, 


conſiſts in certain venine Particles; which (by ſome 
eans or other) having inſinuated themſelves into 
our Blood, do contaminate and pervert the whole 


Maſs, and ſo finally ſtir up a Fever. Theſe veno- 


mous Particles then conſtitute the true Fomes, and 


real Eſſence, of the Diſeaſe; and the Genus of the 


Fever is generally ſpecified by its concomirant Sym- 


ptoms, which are proportional to the Virulency of 
its Cauſe. As to the Cauſa proxima, or immediate 
Cauſe, it conſiſts in the Diſpoſition, Action and Ex- 


ertion of the morbid Humours. 
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I am almoſt at a loſs by what Name to diſtinguiſh 


te Change thus wrought upon the animal Fluids, by 


the Intromiſſion of venine Particles from without. 


Shall we call it Corruption, Putrefaction, or Conta- 


mination? I believe Contamination will be the fitteſt 


Diſtinction, and will come neareſt the Truth. And, ” 


I preſume, a Perſon's Blood thus contaminated is, in 
ſome meaſure, aſſimilated to the Particles by which 


- It is contaminated, and changed into their own ſpe- 


cific Nature. This 1 1s, undoubtedly, the State of the 
Caſe here, as well as in ſome other Fevers, which are 
cauſed by a malignant Vapour or Miaſm, that (could 
it be collected and condens d) would be but of very 
inconſiderable Bulk, perhaps. 

The morbid Humour that conſtitute wat ſubtend 


this Kind of Fever, are inconceivably virulent in their 
Nature: They frequently a& in a manner like Cau- 


ſtics; eſpecially when critically determin*d and pro- 
truded on the Viſcera, Inteſtines, and the like, where 
they produce ſudden Gangreens, Mortifications, and 
Death. But, beſides theſe, the external, manifeſt 
Symptoms and Effects they produce, ſufficiently teſ- 
tify concerning their cauſtic Nature. For, how aſto- 
niſhing is it, to ſee a youthful, robuſt Conſtitution, 
demoliſn'd, by the mere Force of a Fever, without 
the Intervention of any accidental Symptom, (ſuch as 
a Convulſion, Apoplexy, or the like) and all in the 
Space of twenty- four Hours! And yet this is what 
frequently happens in the Plague. 

As concerning the ſpecific Nature of the Homours 
that cauſe and ſubtend this Diſeaſe, it would be a very 
difficult Taſk to come to any poſitive Determination 
aboht them. However, I muſt confeſs, 1 am much 


more inclin od to chime in with the old myſtical No- 


tion, That Salts are the principal, if not the ſole 
Tragedians here, rather than in any other Fever or 
Diſeaſe whatever. And further, I apprehend and 
Judge, that the ſuppoſed Salts are retaining to at al- 
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and Room to play or move in. 


kaline Sort. Thus much of the Cauſes, Nature and 
Eſſence of this Diſeaſe. I ſhall now proceed to con- 
ſider its Intentions, and Methods of Cure. ee. 

The general Intentions of Cure are reducible to twa 
only, viz. firſt, to correct and ſubdue the morbific 
Matter; and, ſecondly, to expel and diſcharge it. 
But, . beſides theſe, many particular Indications may 


ariſe, according to the Variety and Diverſity of Sym- 
ptoms that preſent: And thoſe general Intentions 
ſhould always be preceded by ſome ſuitable and pro- 


per Evacuations, that the Blood may have more Scope 

This Diſeaſe no ſooner ſeizes a Perſon, but (gene- 
rally ſpeaking, at leaſt) it hurries on a long Tribe of 
diſmal Symptoms: Therefore no Time ought tobe loſt; 


but to the Buſineſs of curing immediately. And, firſt, 


I adviſe Bleeding, to the Quantity of fifteen or twenty 
Ounces, or more, according to the Degree of Age, 


Strength, and Temperament, of the Perſon diſeasd. 


Next, I preſcribe ſuch Things as may dilute, and at 
the ſame time powerfully obtund and ſheath, the acri- 


monious Humours, ànd take off or leſſen the Exertion 


and Perception of their irritating Powers and Qualities;

Account I have examined, curſorily, the Practice, as 
well of Ancients as Moderns, upon it; which, I muſt 
confeſs, appear very unſatisfactory to me, and are, in 


my Opinion, very weak and inſufficient. For this 


Reaſon I ſhall equally reject and paſs over their Me- 
thods of Cure, as well as the various Definitions they 
have given of the Diſeaſe; and ſhall haſten to deliver 
my oven Sentiments upon the Matter.

the Superficies of the Body, to interdict or forbid it. 
I!his faithful and accurate Hiſtorian tells us of a Sur- 


geon, who, during the Time that the Plague raged 
in Somerſetſbire, cured great Numbers of this Diſcaſe

© Sydenham very juſtly oronolndes every: Paroxyſn 


of an intermitting Fever to be a true, genuine, con- 


tinual Fever, though of a ſhorter Duration. The 
Rea ſonableneſs and Truth of this Diſtinction will ap- 
pear plain, and merit univerſal Aſſent, if we com- 
pare it in all its Symptoms and Circumſtances (that of 
its ſhort Duration only excepted) to other continual 


Fevers; for theſe have their regular Stadia, (viz. their 


Beginning,” State, and Declination) as well as thoſe: 
In Fact, the ſeveral Stages of Intermittents greatly 
reſemble thoſe of Fevers that we more ſtrictly called 
continual, in all theſe reſpects; and there ſeems to 
be no real or eſſential Difference, Except only i in the 
Times of their Duration 

Continua! Fevers (eſpecially- the — Sort) 
generally begin with a Shivering or Horreſcentia, as 
Intermittents do; and are alike 'accom 


ing. This Shivering (in both alike ) is ſucceeded by 
an intenſe Fever, attended with acute Pains in the 
Head, Loins, Limbs, and perhaps all the muſcular 
Parts of the Body; Difficulty. of Breathing, Er.

priety) called Intermittent Fevers ? Only as their Pa- 


roxyſms are much longer, ſo their Intervals are more. 
perfect and extenſive. It will, I promiſe myſelf, be 
no difficult Matter to paint out the different Eſſences 


of ſuch Fevers, and common Inter mittents, to the 
Life; and to render them obvious (as it were) to the

And the true State of the Caſe, as I take it, is thus:

Maſs) approach gradually into a nearer Contact with 
each other; they will at length (in Obedience to the 
univerſal Law of Attraction, which obtains in all 
Species of Matter; but more eſpecially diſpoſes all 


ſimilar, homogeneous Particles, to incline and unite 


together) aggregate and cluſter, or run many into 
one: Hence, unt of all, they produce Coagulations; 
and 2dly, Obſtructions in the lymphatic Glands, and 
the Rok capillary Arteries: And theſe Obſtructions, 


(with the Effects that neceſſarily depend on them) are 
what form and conſtitute the more immediate Cauſe 


of theſe Fevers. 


It is this redundant, ſaline Lymph or Lentor, which 


(firſt coagulating the Fluids, and then ſtagnating in 
all the ſmaller capillary Arteries, as well thoſe of the 
Viſcera and Prime Vie, as theſe of the Superficies of 
the Body) ſtimulating the fibrous Coats of its contain- 
ing Glands and Veſſels, cauſes that Exborreſcentia or 
Shivering. 
This Shivering, which is commonly attended with 
Sickneſs, and Reaching, or Vomiting, will laſt any 
Meaſure of Time, from that of half an Hour, to an 
Hour and half: But its Duration is ſeldom of leſs 
Extent than half an Hour, and very rarely exceeds 
an Hour and half: And whenever it goes off, (be it 
ſooner or later) it is immediately ſucceeded by a burn- 
ing Fever, which (for the moſt part) is very intenſe 
and violent, fo long as it laſts. 
The Extent and Duration of febrile Paroxyſms i is 
very variable ; that is, they vary in different Sub- 
jects, but very ſeldom vary in themſelves: As for 
Example, In this Perſon the febrile Paroxyſm ſhall 
be faniſh*d in four Hours time; in that, it ſhall laſt 
twelve Hours; beyond which Meaſure it very ſeldom 
extends.

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In various other Subjects, again, it will extend to 


all the different Degrees of the intermediate Space; 


as in ſome to ſix; in others to eight; and in others 


to ten Hours. 


The febrile Paroxyſms (as above obſervid) ſeldom 


vary in one and the ſame Subject; but are N 
equal, or (if I may be allowed the Expreſſion). pa 
rallel to themſelves; I mean, in the Times of their 


Returns and Duration, and in the Number and De. 


gree of their concomitant Symptoms: But here I 
recur to that Period or State of the Diſeaſe, when 
the Shivering gives Place to the burning Fever; and 


ſhall endeavour to ſhew, by what Means or Mecha- 


niſm this remarkable Change is brought about. 


greatly exceeding its natural and due Proportion, 
will either coagulate of itſelf; or elſe diſpoſe the 


whole complex Fluid to coagulate; The moſt imme- 
diate Effect neceſſarily ariſing from hence, will be 


Obſtructions in the finer capillary Arteries, and lym- 


phatic Glands: The morbid Humours, which form 


and conſtitute theſe Obſtructions, ſtimulating .the 


fibrous Coats of their containing Veſſels, will aug- - 


ment their Ni/us, or vibrative Force, upon themſelves; 
that is, upon the ſaid ſtagnant, ſtimulating Humours. 
Henee (pix. by the increaſed Niſus, or vibrative 
Force, of the arterial Veſſels) the ſtagnant, obſtruct- 


ing Matter is firſt broken and comminuted; and af- 


terwards, doubtleſs, ſome Part (at leaſt) of thoſe ob- 
ſtructing, morbid Humours, are thrown back upon 
the Blood in the larger Arteries, where they inſtantly 


cauſe a violent Ferment or Efferveſcence. But fur- | 
thermore, this ſuppoſed Ferment or Efferveſcence, 5 


ſtirred up in the Blood by the Regurgitation or Re- 
Pullin: of ſome, Part of the ſharp, ſaline, ſtagnant 
Humqurs, will not be a little favour'd and aſſiſted 

by ſuch of the morbid Humours as yet remain ſtag: 
nant in the more fine and remote capillary Arteries ; 
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Body, eſpecially in the Head, Loins, Limbs, and 
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For as the remaining ſtagnant Humours will (by their 
Stimulus) enhance the Niſus, and vibrative Force, of 
the arterial Veſſels upon their contain'd Fluids; fo 
the Blood will recoil or reverberate upon them, with 
a proportionable Augmentation of its Impetus. And 
thus the Solids and Fluids acting mutually and reci- 
procally upon each other, in a preternatural and in- 
creaſed Degree, will neceſſarily contribute a great 
deal ro heighten the Flame. And under theſe ſup- 
poſed Circumſtances, I think, we may palpably diſ- 
cern, or (at leaft) conceive, every individual Sym- 
tom, common to the febrile Paroxyſm : Such, for 
xample, as a quick, faliant Pulſe ; an intenſe Heat 
all over the Body; excruciating Pains all over the 


other muſcular Parts; Deliriums, extreme Thirſt, and 


Dilliculty of breathing, 
Were the Paroxyſms of intermitting geren to con- 
tinue ſeveral Days together, raging with that Vio- (e 
lence we ſometimes ſee them; the utmoſt Force and Ki 
Strength of human Nature would ſcarce be able to its 
weather it: But providentially, as theſe Paroxyſms co 
are very ſevere, ſo they are of ſhort Duration ; for me 
as the morbid Humours that conſtitute and form BW wi 
them, are but of a late or recent Growth, viz. a Day, (ce

a Texture and Solidity, ſufficient to reſiſt and- baffe Re 
the Efforts of Nature for a longer Time than twelve me 
Hours, at moſt;| Or, if ever a febrile Paroxyſm Fo 
ſhould maintain a Siege longer than twelve Hours, ro: 
(and I have known one Inſtance of it) it may be ſaid BF W

After the Blood has thus continued boiling for a 
certain determinate Time, (which determinate Time, 
however, differs, as above-faid, in different Subjects) 
the Fewel that cauſed and ſupported it thus long, 
| ſeems, as it were, to be ſpent, and the Flame dies:

So ſoon as thoſe Sweats take place, the Fever 


abates: And as thoſe continue, this goes intirely off, 


and the Patient (apparently) is reſtored to perfect 


Health. But, alas! from the very Inſtant one Fit is 
at an End, the proper Fewel is laying up for another, 


which gradually accumulates and grows, (if not pre- 
yented or ſupplanted by the Force of Nature or Me- 
dicine) till the neceſſary Quantity is heaped up; and 
then another Paroxyſm is brought on, exactly in the 
ſame Manner, and by the ſame Mechaniſm, as before, 

It may ſeem very ſurpriſing and unaccountable, 


(conſidering this Diſeaſe is generally cauſed by a Con- 
ſtipation of the excretory Pores of the Skin, and that 


its Criſis, or Way of going off, is always performed by 


copious Sweats) that the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe ſhould 
not be removed in the ſame Act; that is, carried off 


with its Effect. However, that this does not happen, 
(commonly ſpeaking at leaft) is certain: For we fee 
many intermitting Fevers, which ( for want of proper 
Remedies, or through injudicious Applications) ſhall - 
maintain their regular Returns, and in their full 
Force, for a long time; notwithſtanding the Pa- 
roxyſm always goes off with a copious Sweat : 
Whence it appears, that the Cauſe ſtil] remains the 


ſame, and is not in the leaſt diminiſh'd or removed by 


theſe Sweats. But the Reaſon of all this will appear 


plain, and the Myſtery will be cleared up, if we ex- 


amine minutely into the different Qrders and Conſti- 
tutions of Glands or Pores on the Superficies of the 
human Body, together wich their reſpeive Offices. 


T 3 There 
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There are, then, on the Superficies of our Bodies, 
two general Kinds of Glands or Pores; the one 
called the excretory, and the other recipient. The 
former are again ſubdivided, according co their re- 


ſpe ctive Functions. * 


„ PTheſe different Sorts of excretory Pores are adapted 
(either by their reſpective Figures or Magnitudes) 
to the particular Humours deſigned to be ſecreted by 


them; and ſo long as they preſer ve and retain their 
natural State, will not admit or give Paſſage to any 


others. Thus there are the tranſpiratory Glands; 


the perſpiratory, and others, again, deſigned and 


fitted for the Diſcharge of a groſſer Subſtance, called 


'Sweat, which is of too oily and tenacious a Nature, 
to paſs off by any of the firit-mention'd Glands, _ 
But here (perhaps) another Difficulty will ariſe. 
It may be aſked, if the ſubtil Matter Tt inſenſible 
Perſpiration and Tranſpiration are not thrown off 
cConfuſedly (with the groſſer Matter of Sweat) during 
the Criſis of the Fever: To this I anſwer in Advance, 
that it is poſlible (indeed) theſe more ſubtil Hu- 
mours may in ſome meaſure be propelled and thrown 
off, in common with the groſſer, during the Sweat: 
But nevertheleſs, ſo ſoon as the Sweat is gone off, 
and the Body returns to its former Temperament, 


the proper Glands, appointed by Nature for the 


Secretion of theſe Humours, remaining yet obſtructed 
and conſtipated, freſh Matter of Fewel for the Diſ- 


Eaſe will be momentarily generating and laying up. 
The Regeneration of febrile ' Matter, betwixt the 


going off of one Paroxyſm, and the coming on of 


another, ſeems to be carried on with ſo much Regu- 


larity and Equality, that, was it poſſible to deter- 
mine on, and aſcertain the Quantity of Matter requi- 
| bite to form a Paroxyſm, one might calculate to a 


Grain, how much of this ſaline Lymph was unduly. 


retained in the Body each Hour. As for Example: 
| __—_ the Quantity neceſſary to produce a Pa- 


roxy ſm 
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roxyſm to be eighteen Ounces; and the Interval 
betwixt the ending of one Fit, and the Beginning of. 
another, to be thirty-ſix Hours; in that Caſe, tis 
plain, the Quantity of febrile Matter gain'd and 


hoarded up each Hour, would be half an Ounce. 
Intermittent Fevers are frequently found to vary in 


their Times or Hours of returning: But then they 


ſeem to be regular, even in this lrregularity. This 
ſame Irregularity more frequently appears in T, erlians, 


than in Quolidians or Quartans : At leaſt, this is what 
my own Obſervations have ſuggeſted ro me. Sup- 


poſe (for Example) the firſt Fit to come on at Twelve 
o'Clock, or Noon-day, and to return the ſecond Day 
thereafter, one Hour or two either ſooner or later ; 


in that Caſe (at leaſt, ſo it generally happens) every 


ſucceeding Fit will be found to vary from the pre- 


. ceding, in the ſame Manner, and Proportion of Time. 
But to explain the Cauſes or Reaſons of theſe Varia- 
tions: Suppoſe a febrile Paroxyſm (from the Time 


of its firſt coming on, to its going off) to be ten Hours, 
and the Interval, or Time required for the furniſhing 


a freſh Stock of Matter to form another Fit, to be 


thirty-five Hours; in that Caſe, the ſecond Paroxyſm 
will come on three Hours earlier in the Day than the 


firſt did: And ſo vice versd. On the contrary : If 
a febrile Paroxyſm, and its ſucceeding Interval, take - 


up preciſcly forty-eight Hours, *tis plain the ſecond 
Fit will come on exactly at the ſame Time of the Day 
as the preceding did. But, univerſally, as they hap- 


pen to lack of, or exceed that Meaſure of Time, ſo 


each ſucceeding Fit will come on proportionably ſooner 
or later than that immediately preceding. 


It. appear'd a great Myſtery to Sydenham, and *tis 
what he confeſs'd his Inability to account for, (as ap- 
pears by the Paſſage above-cited) why intermittent 
Fevers differ'd ſo much from one another in their Pe- 


riods, or Times of Return and Duration: As, Why 
in a Quotidian the Paroxyſm returns every Day * ? In 
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the Tertian thirty-fix Hours, and that of the Quartan 


the atritecedent or firſt Cauſe, as it exiſted in the Quo- 
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à Tertian, every ſecond Day? And; in a 2uartan; 
every third? Now, for my own part, I think there 
is nothing can be more demonſtrable; as I ſhall en- 
deavour to make appear. i | nl 
Let us ſuppoſe three Perſons, of equal Ages and 
Conſtitutions, to be ſeiz'd with the three different 
Sorts of intermittent Fevers; viz. one with a Quoti- 
dian, another with a Tertian, and the third with 4 
Quartan. Suppoſe again, that the Paroxyſms in each 
are equal, as to the Number and Violence of their 
Symptoms, and in the Times of their Duration: 
Ex. gr. Put the Caſe, that the Paroxyſm in each is 
of twelve Hours Duration; and, conſequently, that 
the Interval of the Quotidian is twelve Hours, that of 


ſixty Hours From hence it follows, and, I think, 
appears demonſtratively, that the antecedent or firſt 
Cauſe of the Quotidian exiſts in a triplicate Ratio to 
that of the Tertian, and in a quintuplicate Ratio to 
that of the Quartan: Or, in other Words, that as 
much febrile Matter is accumulated and formed, du- 
ring the Interval of the Qubtidian, (which is but of 
twelve Hours) as in that of the Tertian, which is of 
thirty- ſix Hours; or as in that of the Qartan, which 


i 


is fixty Hours. From all which it is evident, that 


tidian, is three times greater than it is in the Tertian, 
and five times greater than it is in the Quartan. 

The celebrated Author, whom I have ſo often made 
mention of in this Chapter, ſappoſes a very ſtrict 
Parity betwixt continual Fevers and the intermittent; 
with reſpect to their Nature and Eſſences; and that 
their chief Difference conſiſts only in the different Steps 
Nature takes, (when the Buſineſs is left wholly to her- 
ſelf) in bringing about the Solution of each. He ſays, 
that Nature (if not thwarted or interru pted) generally 
7 3 the Effet veſcence in continual Fevers, and 

brings on the Criſis or Deſpumation, (as he terms it) 
. | | in 


this Matter, though much againſt my Will, as he is 
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in three hundred thirty-ſix Hours, or fourteen natural 


Days: And then he applies the Example to Inter- _ 
mans - 


He infinuates, that Nature, when ſhe has under- 
taken the Cure of a continual Fever, goes through 
wich it, and does not deſert or abandon the Work till 
ſhe has finiſh'd it. But, in the Cure of Intermittents, 
he ſuppoſes ſhe does it by piece-meal. He ſays, that 
in intermittent Fevers, (2yartans, for Example) Na- 
ture, working at the Rate of five Hours and a half 
every third Day, perfects the Deſpumation of the Blood 
in the Space of ſix Months. Now, five Hours and 
a half, multiplied by 61, (which is equal to the third 
Part of the Days in ſix Months) amounts to three hun- 
dred and thirty- ſix Hours, or nearly ſo: Which make 


up exactly the Sum of fourteen natural Days. Thus 
our Author makes three hundred and thirty-ſix Hours, 


or the Sum of fourteen natural Days, the ordinary 
Time that Nature takes (when the Work is intirely 
leſt to herſelf) to deſpumate and clarify the Blood in 
all Fevers, as well intermittent as continual. But I 


fanſy the Obſervations and Experience of every Phy- 


ſician will prove this Calculation liable to great Ex- 
ception, whether with regard to continual or inter- 


mittent Fevers. | 


It is plainly to be inferr*d, from the Words of our 


. Author's Text, that he imagin'd the whole Bulk of 


febrile Matter, upon which ſo many Paroxyſms de- 
pend, exiſted in the Blood altogether at the Beginning. 
He ſeems to have no manner of Notion, that the fe- 
brile Matter conſtituting each Paroxyſm is intirely 
vanquiſh'd by the Fever, and,expelPd at the Criſis; 


and, conſequently, he could ſee no Neceſſity for the 


Regeneration and Formation of Matter afreſn, be- 
twixt the going off of one Fit, and the coming on of 
another. I thought myſelf indiſpenſably oblig'd to 
ſhew the Inconſiſtency of Sydenbam's Notion upon

his Sentiments upon this Subject are ſome what repug- 
nant to my own, ſo probably they might, otherwiſe, 


| have been objected to me. But, to conclude this Re- 
mark, I am ſure Sdenbam's Notions upon the Subject 


in queſtion. will not ſtand the Teſt of a cloſe Exami- 
nation, whatever mine may do: And I flatter my- 


ſelf, I could be able to defend my own againſt all 


Oppoſition. 
But here I muſt beg Leave t6 obſerve, that; beſides 


the above-mention'd Cauſes; which I have pronounc'd 


the univerſal Parents of theſe Fevers, there are yet 
ſome others, which (though more rarely) may poſ- 
fibly, and not unjuſtly, aſſert their Title to it. As, 
for Example: Any ſuch ill Habit, exiſting either in 


the Prime Vie, or in the Blood, as generates Acidity 


and Viſcidity in the latter, may poſlibly, and not 
| Improbably, produce this Diſeaſe. Errors in the 
Uſe of the Non-naturals, or in any of the Digeſtions, 


(whether it be the firſt or ſecond, or the third and laſt) 


may likewiſe produce this Effect. And ſuppoſing the 


Diſeaſe an Effect of one or other of theſe Cauſes, though 


the whole Bulk of the morbific Matter be intirely ſub- 


dued during the Efferveſcence, and totally diſcharged 


in the Deſpumation or Criſis; yet as the generative 
Cauſe ſtill ſubſiſts, a freſh Stock will be momentarily 
forming and accumulating, from the Extinction of 
one Fit, till a ſufficient Quantity is prepared to pro- 
duce another. And though this Diſeaſe is ſometimes 
protracted to a great Length of Time, even to whole 
Fears; yet we very rarely find the Paroxyſms dimi- 
niſn, either in the Degree of their Symptoms, or the 
Times of their Duration, till the Diſeaſe is overcome 
by Medicine, or yields to ſome remarkable Effort of 
Naturez or ſome extraordinary Accident. Thus 1 
have been pretty copious, in explaining the true Na- 


ure, and genuine Eſſence, of the various intermittent | 


evers: And it . be thought, perhaps, that I have

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an Author I admire in the general; becauſe, ſeeing

exceeded the Limits I preſcribed to myſelf in the Be- 


ginning of the Chapter. I promiſe myſelf, however, 
that I ſhall not ſtand charged with too great Prolixity; 


or that I have protracted the Diſcourſe further than is 


really neceſſary. bn! gy RIS 
It ought to be conſider'd, that this is one of thoſe 


Diſeaſes to which human Kind are moſt ſubject: That 


it is (more or leſs) the Growth, not only of every 


Country and Climate, but of every Seaſon of the Year 


likewiſe. Moreover, that theſe Fevers (which ſeem 


to be but imperfectly underſtood by many Phyſicians, 
Frs at leaſt, I may aver, are but weakly conducted by 
them) ſpoil and ruin abandance of good Conſtitutions, 


and often degenerate into other Diſeaſes of the chronic 
Kind; ſome of which are abſolutely incurable, and 


others very difficult of Cure. 


_. Thechronical Diſeaſes, which theſe Fevers (through 
Neglect, or il]-concerted, injudicious Applications of 
Cure) moſt naturally tend to, and terminate in, are 
uſually inveterate, ſtubborn Scurvies and Jaundices, 


and ſometimes (though more rarely) Dropſies and 
Atrophies. Since then a Diſeaſe, to which we are all, 


and every one of us, more or leſs liable, has ſo fatal 


a Tendency, through Neglect, or ill- conducted At- 
tempts of Cure, no Endeavours or Pains ſhould be 


ſpared to ſet it in the cleareſt Light it is capable of; 


and that its Cure ſhould be put upon the ſpeedieſt, 7 
| beſt, and ſureſt Footing. And, by this means, IaGb 


ſure myſelf, that the Ruin of many a good Conſtitu- 


tion, as well as the Acceſs of many fatal, chronical 


Diſeaſes, will be prevented. 


From what has been faid concerning the Cauſes, 


Nature and Eſſence of theſe Fevers, it is plainly to be 
inferr*d, that the Intentions and Methods of Cure are 
as follow: viz. 1/}, Suppoſing the Phyſician to be 


call'd in the Time of the Fit, or febrile Paroxyſm;

| commend the following :

This Method, if duly practis'd in the Intervals of

The next and laſt Intention is to ſupplant the firſt 


Cauſe of the Diſeaſe: Which (if it exiſts internally) 


is to be brought about by promoting and reſtoring 
all the digeſtive Faculties; or (if external) by ſtrength- 
ening and reſtoring the impaired Spring, Vigour and 
Action of the Fluids; by increaſing the Elaſticity and 


| Flexure of the Solids; and laſtly, by forcing open 


the Obſtructions of the excretory Pores, and re-eſta-- 
bliſhing inſenſible Perſpiration or Tranſpiration. To 
anſwer which Purpoſes, (the neceſſary Methods being 


premiſed) I adviſe as follows:

I not only recommend this Proceſs, but I give it 
under my Hand likewiſe, as an abſolute and infallible 
Cure for all Orders, Degrees, and Diſtinctions, of 
intermitting Fevers; whether they be Quotidians, Ter- 
Tians, double Tertians, or Quartans; as allo, whether 


they be preceded with an Ague-fit, or not; which 
ſometimes (though but ſeldom) is the Caſe, unleſs 


where 
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where a continual Fever terminates in, or is brought 


to, an Intermittent. But this muſt be obſerv'd by the 


way, viz. that in Quotidians, whoſe Paroxyſins ex- 


tend to ten or twelve Hours each, the Doſes in the 


farſt Preſcription ſhould be repeated every two Hours; 
and thoſe in the laſt every Hour and half, at fartheſt. 

I could multiply and diverſify Preſcriptions (upon 
this Head) ad infinitum ; but as I can recommend this 


Method (upon the Authority of large Experience) to 


be abſolute 3 infallible, ſo it would be needleſs to 
add any more. 


The laſt Preſcription ſhould be continued for two 
or three Days after the Patient has eſcaped a Fit, only 


the Doſes need not be repeated oftener than every four 


or five Hours; then leave them off, and about a Fort- 


night after reſume their Uſe, (repeating their Daſes 
only every five or ſix Hours) which continue for five 
or ſix Days ſucceſſively. Be it further obſerved, that 
the Patient (for the Time he intermits the Uſe of theſe 
Medicines) mult rake eſpecial Care, that he does not 


catch Cold, nor commit any Exceſs either in Eating 


or Drinking. 

Il will preſume to ſay, when intermitting Fevers are 
cured by a regular and due Uſe of the above Proceſs, 

the Reputation of that noble Medicine (the Peruvian 

BA REk) will ſeldom or never be expoſed to Cenſure 


and Malediction, which (through the Ignorance and 


ill Management of ſome Practitioners) it is at this Day 


(though very undeſervedly) very ſubje to. 
Some Conſtitutions are extremely addicted to Re- 
lapſes of this Fever, upon the leaſt. Cold they catch; 
upon Changes of Weather, or even of the Air, from 
a pure, light, ſerene State, to the groſs, denſe, and 


heavy.

Fevers, are Riding on Horſeback, Spaw Water, and 
cold * By a PROT and continged Uſe of 


theſe 
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theſe Things, all the animal Functions will be 
ſtrengthen'd and re- eſtabliſh'd; the Fluids will be 
render'd fine, pure, ſpirituous, and active; the Fle- 
xure and Elaſticity of the Solids will be preſerved or 


reſtored 3 any Sort of Obſtructions in the excretory 
Pores will be prevented, or removed; and all che 


natural Secretions will either be l in, or raiſed to, 
a juſt AÆquilibrium. 

Beſides the intermittent Fevers above-mentian'd, 
(which are the ordinary and general Appearances, 
and are vulgarly ſtyled Agues and Fevers) there is yet 
another Sort, which are not preceded with a Shivering. 
Theſe indeed, though, generally ſpeaking, they claim 
the ſame Cauſes as the tormer, or nearly ſo, yet they 


differ ſomewhat in their Eſſence: Ex. gr. I ſuppoſe: 


and preſume, that the morbid Humours conſtituting 
this Sort of Intermittents, retain rather to the acrimo- 
nious Nature than to the acid; and, conſequently, 


that they diſpoſe the Blood, and animal Juices, rather 


to. Fluidity, Tenuity and Rarefaction, than to Viſ- 
cidity and Coagulation. Hence theſe Humours do 
not produce Obſtructions in the capillary Arteries, and 
lymphatic Glands (Which, as already obſerved, are 
the neceſſary and immediate Cauſe of the Shivering 93 
but, on the contrary, they ſtir up a Fever, by their 
inteſtine Motion and Colliſion, and the preternatural 


Irritation they produce on the Solids. Theſe Inter- 


mittents, however, are, with equal Certainty, cured 
by the Proceſs above-deſcribed: To which, therefore, 
I refer them. 

It will neither be aaa nor unacceptable, I 


imagine, if in this Place I touch briefly concerning 
the Virtues and Properties of that admirable Remedys 


the Bark.

4 "HIS Diſeaſe, as it is the Growth of every Country 


and Climate, ſo it is the Lot of almoſt every 
Perſon to have once, who happens to live to an ad- 


vanc'd Age. And furthermore, as it is not only 


very nauſeous, tedious, and dangerous, in its Nature, 


but likewiſe fatal to great Numbers; ſo it has em- 


ploy'd the Pens, as well as the Practice, of many 


_ Phyſicians of all Ages, in order to ſhape and direct 
its Cure, in ſuch manner as may render it molt ſafe, 
_ eaſy, and ſucceſsful. | - 
The Conſideration of this Subject would neceflarily 
lead me to cite numerous Authors, in order to form 
(in part) my Diſcourſe upon it. But however, as 
that would be a tedious, and almoſt endleſs Taſk, fo 
T will leave them intirely to themſelves, and proceed 
upon the Matter;

For ſuppoſing their De- 
ſidgns of bringing on a copious Expectora tion ſhould 
ſucceed to their Wiſhes, (which, by the way, does 


not always happen) at the ſame time that they remove 


the incumbent Load or Humours, they infallibly 
ſolicit and invite more thither, as they ſerve to 
relax and weaken (yet more) thoſe ſame Parts which 
wanted to be ſtrengthened and reſtored... And hence 
it may reaſonably be concluded, that ſuch Methods 


will tend to aggravate the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe or 


Diſorders, at the ſame time that they relieve the Ef- 
ſects. But ſuppoſe the contrary of all this, viz. that 
their Views of bringing on a copious Spitting ſhould 


not be anſwer'd by the Uſe of ſuch Methods; then 
the Medicines (intended to cure) will infallibly in- 


creaſe the Diſeaſe, as they will tend to relax and 
weaken the Parts, and give Scope and Room to a 
larger Influx of morbific Matter. But as I have 
pointed out and explain'd the Errors and Defects of 
one Scheme, it behoves me to conſtitute another, and
